America; and therefore that he never 
could confent to it. He readily ad- 
miited, with Ms, Eilis, and with the 
Solicitor-General of Scotland, that the 
propofition was a.contradiétion to every 
thing that parliament had declared: 
and added, that the mode of argument 
on the fide of adminiftration was the 
moft ridiculous that ever had been ad- 
vanced, They attempted to prove:to 
one fide, that the meafure was a con- 
ceffion; and to the other, that jt was 
a ftrong affertion cf authority. To 
this day they have denied their having 
any fort of conteft about an American 
revenue. Now they turn fhort—and, 
to confole our manufacturers, and ani- 
mate our foldiers, they tell them, far 
the firft time, ‘* the difpute is put on 
its true footing, and that the grand 
conteft is not for empty fonour, but 
fubftantial revenue.” It was never 
the compla nt of the Americans that 
the mode of taxstion was not left to 
themfelves ; but that neither the quan- 
tum of the grant nor the application was 
in their free choice. He contended, 
that it isa far more oppreflive mode 
of taxing than that hitherto ufed: for 
here no determinate demand is made, 
The colonies are to be held in durance 
by troops, flects, and armies, until 
fingly and feparate'y they fhall dom 





what ?—until they thall offer to contri- 
bute to a fervyice which they cannot 
know, in a proportion which they can- 


‘not regulate, on a ftandard which they 


are fo far from being able to afcertain; 
that parliament, which is to ho!d it, 
‘has not ventured to hint what it is they 
expe&. They are to be held prifoners 
of war, unlefs they confent to a ran- 
‘fom, by bidding at an auétion againft 
each other, and againft themielves, 
until the King and parliament hall 
firike down the hammer, and fay, 
‘© Enough.” Itis faid, indeed, by the 
minifter, that this fcheme will difunite 
the colonies, Tricks in government 
have fometimes been fucsefsful, but 


never when they are penetrated, The 


Bofton port-bill was a declared cheat, 
and accordingly far from fucceeding; it 
was the very firftthing that united all 
the colonies againft us, from Nova 
Scotia to Georgia. He ftrongly de- 
clared againft any fcheme which began 
by any mode of extorting revenue, 
Every benefit, natural or political, 
mutt be had in the order of things, and 
in its proper feafon. Revenue from a 
free people muft be.the confequence of 
peace, not the condition on which it is 
to be obtained, If we attempt to in- 
vert this order, we fhall have neither 
peace nor revenue. He was, there- 
fore, for the reconideration, until it 
cou'd be brought, he faid, to fome a- 
greement with common fenfe, 

Mr. Duaning affured the Houfe, 
that he had been much alarmed, in the 
courfe of the debate, left the minifter 
fhould be in the minority ; for, though 
the Noble Lord had been aétually five 
times on his legs, yet all his eloquence 
feemed thrown away, the known pha- 
Janx of minifterial fupport began to 
totter, and it appeared to him as if it 
was going to be, ** To your tents, O 
Tfrael ! but, in the moment of the 
Noble Lord’s diltrefs, a gentleman of 
great abilities (Sir G. Elliot} had ri-

1 faw, faid 
Mir, Dunoing, the inftantaneous good 
effe& of this wholefome admonition 3 
and, thovgh I don’t fee weil, I could 
difcern, from various faces, that the 
minifler was fafe, and was refcued 
from the difgrsce I had begun to ap. 
prehend for him. He then thewed 
that the new propofition was. indeed 
feardaleufly contiadistory to all the 
proteffions of the minifter, and there- 
fare juftified the oppofition of the mini- 
fler’s old friend : but, for his part, he 
opocicd it, not as being conciliatory, 
which he wifhed it was, but as being 
futile and treacherous. ;

The Loid Mayor [Mr. Wilkes], af- 
ter a long ipcech, in which he difplayed 
gicat knowledge of the conftitution, and 
a thorough a°quaintance with parhia- 
mentary proceedings, in oider to quiet 
the minds of the people, to reftore our 
violated contitution to its original pu- 
tity, to vindicate the injured rights of 
the county of Middiefex in particular, 
and of all the ele&tors of this kingdom, 
and thatnotthe leait trace of the violence 
and injuftice of the lat parliament may 
Gugrace our records, humbly moved, 
«« That the refolution of this Houle of 
the 17th of February, 1769, That Fobn 
Wilkes, Efg; having been, in this fef- 
fron of parliament, expelled this Houje, 
Was, and 1S, incapable of fAtting in the 
prefent parliament, be expunged from 
the journals of this Houfe, as being 
fubverfive of the rights of the whole 
body of electors of this kingdom.” 

Mr. Serjeant G/yna feconded the mo- 
tion. He went into the whole of Mr. 
Wilkes’s cafe. When he came to the 
proceedings in parliament, he condemn- 
ed them in very ftrong terms ; afferted 
pofitively, that the refolutions now un- 
der confirleration were contrary to the 
Jaw of the Jand, were dettructive of the 
conftitutional rights of the people, were 
the moft violent, unjuit, and ill-found- 
ed, that ever difgraced this country, 
or any free aflemb y. He averred this 
as a lawyer and a member of that 
Hovfe ; and concluded with calling up- 
oo the jultice of that Houfe to comply 
with the moticn, and refcind thofe in- 
famous refoiutions. 

Col. Onflow, in anfwer to the Ser- 
jeant, produced. precedents to thew, 
that our anceftors and predeceffors held 
itto be the law of parliament, that ex-

pulfion contained incapacity. He re- 
plied to the cafes of Woollafton and 
Waipole, which had been quoted by 
the leasned Serjeant. Mr. Wooliafton, 
he faid, held an office which :endered 
him incapable of fitting in parliament, 
and he loft his feat by it. When Mr, 
Woollafon parted with his office, the 
incapacity ceafed ; he was eligible of 
courfe, and had a right to ferve in 
the then parliament, which he did. . 
Mr. Walpole, by means of a {pirited 
fet of eleétors, endeavoured in vain to 
obtain a feat in that parliament from 
which he was expelled. In.that ins 
ftance the Houfe refolved, ** That Ro- 
bert Waipole, E(q; having been ex- 
pelied, was and is incapable of being 
elected a member to ferve in the prefent 
parliament.” And Mr. Walpole, on 
his return home, declared, that, after 
what had happened, the Houfe were a 
parcel of fools for not taking the fecond 
pirfon on the poll. Thole gentlemen, 
he faid, who are hoftile to the refolution 
in qucft.on, and who argue, with the 
Jesrned Serjeant, that fuch refolution 
is not confonant to the common law of 
the land, thou!d confult Prynne, a wri- 
ter of good authority, who, in his ob- 
{ervations on the parliamentary .writs, 
fays, that it is no refiraint on the liber- 
ties of the people, to prevent them from 
chufing improper perfons to reprefent 
them, The ancient writs require the 
perfon to be chofen to be probus, dif- 
cretus, lega'is ad laborandum poten:, 
or, as the words of the writ now run, 
a fober and difcreet burgefs. Now, 
adds the Colonel, can a perfon be faid 
to be probus et difcretus, fober and dif- 
creet, who was in execution for wri- 
ting obicene, impious, or traitorous li- 
bels? cr can he come under the farther 
defcription of legalis ad laborandum 
potens, while he was in prifon, from 
whence the privilege of parliament 
could not releafe him? If, then, the 
Houfe of Commons, in declaring that 
John Wi-kes, Efq; having, in this fef- 
fion of parliament, been expelled this 
Houfe, was and is incapable of being 
elected a member to ferve in the preient 
parliament, only followed the prece- 
dents of former parliaments, and west 
haad in hand with the writ, which is 
the common law of the land, will any 
gentleman call in queftion or oppofe a 
power of this Houie, which goes pari 
pagu with the common law, to prevent 
eletors from chufing an improper per- 
fon to reprefent them? The Bruith 
empire, the world, wag all before the 

Middlelex 
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Middlefex eleftors. Surely they might 
have found another perfon of equal a- 
bilities, patviotifn, and virtue, with 
Mr. W.lkes, to reprefent them! If 
fuch a perfon was not to be found in 
this ifland, they might have brought 
Mr. Otis, Mr, Cufhing, or any other 
patriot, from the other fide of the At- 
lantic. _ He concluded with imploring 
the Houfe on all fides to join in a bill 
to limit the time of expulfion, in order 
to extinguifh this firebrand of faction, 
which is lighted and held forth from 
time to time to inflame the minds of the 


people: fuch a meafure will be truly. 


conciliatory, and God fend it may foon 
happen. 

Mr. Fox replied to the Lord Mayor, 
and thought the expulfion a sight mea- 
jure. 

Lord Stanley faid, the Lord Mayor 
was miftaken in afcribing to the Noble 
Lord [Lord North] the declaration, If 
any other candidate had only fix votes, 
he fhould be member for Middietex, 
It was his father, the late Ld. Strange, 
he faid, who made that declaration. 

Gen. Fitzroy faid, the magiftrate was 
likewife miftaken in attributing his ex- 
puifion to the Noble Lord [Ld.North]. 
It was the meafure of a Noble Duke, 
his brother [the Duke of Gratton], 
who was then minifter. 

The Lord Mayor replied in a fpirited 
manner, and was particularly fevere on 
the infolence (as he termed it) of a 
Peer’s interfering in the elections and 
privileges of the Commons. 

Hon. Capt. Luttrel faid, that, when 
his brother, the Colonel, undertook 
this minifterial job, it was upon the 
fullett affurance of being returned by a 
majority of legal votes; that he never 
meditated the violation of the facred 
right of ele&tion, but was unfortunate- 
ly doomed to he the vehicle through 
which the machinations of a certain 
fagtion were to be carried into execu- 
tion; he therefore wifhed, that this 
unconftitutional, this oppreffive act, be 
obliterated from memory, and from 
record, 

Mr. Van thought the Hon. Gentle- 
min who made the motion might reft 
contented that he had obtained his feat, 
and charged him with being guilty of 
biafphemy. : 

The Lord Mayor ca'led him to or- 
der, and had the refolution read : this 
occafioned much laughter. The refo- 
lution was ‘read, and no fuch word as 
biafphemy appearing, he was called 
upon by the Lord Major to setraét 


what he had faid ; on which he replied, 
though he had miftaken the precife 
word, yet impious and profane were / 
pretty nearly the lame thing. 

Lord North quoted a number of pre« 
cvdents in favour of the refolution, and: 
relied particularly on the expulfion of 
Walpole, and the cafes of Malden and 
Co'chefter. 

Right Hon. T. Townfbend faid, that 
though the friends of ‘he motion might 
be now out-numbered, he did not def 
pair to fee the day when thofe infamous 
proceedings would be expunged, and’ 
the authors of them brought to punith- 
ment. 

Mr. Wallace infited, that, from the 
uninterrupted ufage of parliament for 
almoft two centuries, the Houfe fully 
poffefied the right of expulfion. 

Mr. Attorney-General faid, he was 
neither in parliament nor in office the 
time the refolution was paffed, but he 
underftood then, and believed ftill, 
thatthe queflion was decided ‘on the 
cieareft principles of the laws and con- 
ftitution. 

Mr. Byng was of the fame opinion 
with his Hon, friend (Mr. Town- 
fhend}, and did not doubt but the day 
would arrive fooner than many perfons 
imagined, 

Sir George Savile took a very ex- 
tenfive view of the queftion, and argu- 
ed it on many-grounds, 

The other gentlemen who fpoke 
were Mr. Gilbert, Gen. Fitzroy, Mr, 
St. John, &c. again the motion. 

Mr. James Grenville, Mr. Richard 
Grenville, Mr. Serjeant Adair, Mr, 
Wedderburne, and Mr. Vyner, for it. 

The Houfe divided :—Ayes, 171— 
Noes, 239.

An intercepted Letter from Benjamin 
Harvifon, E/g; one of the Delegates 
Jrom Virginia to the Congre/s at 
Philadelphia, to General Wathing- 
ton. 

Philadelphia, July 21, 1775. 
Dear General, 

I Received your very acceptable fa- 
vour of the sothinftant, by exprefs : 

your fatigue and various kinds of trou- 

ble, I dave fay, are great, but they are 
not more than I expréted, knowing the 
people you have to deal with, by the 
fample we have here. The congrefs 
have teken the two regiments now raif- 
ing in Conneéticut into fervice, which, 
with riflemen, and recruits to your re- 
giments, will, I hope, make up the 

number 
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wumber voied by your council of war, 
4 with, with ai] my heart, your troops 
were better, and your fturés more com- 
pleat; every thing that we can do here 
%o put you in the ett poflure poffible, 
I think you may depend will be done; 
I truft you will have a (upply, foon, of 
d&mmeanition ; without an accident, you 
may depend on it. The want of en- 
frincers, I tear, is not to be fupplied in 
America: fome folks here feemed much 
difpleated at your report on that head ; 
they affirm there are, two very good 
ones with you. A Col. Gridicy, I 
think, is one, I tock the Htberty to fay 
that they mult be miflaken ; they were 
eertainly either not in camp, or ‘could 
wot hace the kill they were pleafed to 
fuy they had. This, in my foft way, 
put a ftcp to any thing more on the 
fabie&. Indeed, my friend, I do not 
kiiow what to think of fome of ‘thefe 
men j they feem to be exceeding hear- 
ty in the caule, but fill with to keep 
avery thing ationgit themlelves. Out 
prefident is quite of a different ca ; 
wob'e, dilntercited, and gerverous to a 
very great degree, The congrefs have 
given you the appoihtment of three 
brigade majors. Mr. Trumbull has 
the office you propofed for him: the 
appoiniment of the commiffary of ar- 
titlery, dito of mufters, and quarter- 
mater pencral, ate alfo left to your 
«itpofal. Nothing is yet done as to 
the hofpital, but I will bring it on very 
toon. Your brothers in the delegation 
have recomm nded itto our convention, 
to fend fome Virginians to the camp, 
at the expence of our-colony; to learn 
the miltery art, and [ hope you will 
fee. them foon,—We bave given the 
commiffion of firtt brigad.r to Mr, 
“Thomes. . As Purtnam’s commiffion 
wes dehvered, it would, perhaps, have 
Hffended wht old gentleman, to have 
faperfided him: the ether, L hope, 
will thi act. The congrefs have, trom 
your account, a high opinion of him, 
and Udare fay will grant any thing in 
their powrr that he’ may hereafter re- 
guire. Your hint fora remove of the 
consréfs to fome place nearer to vou 
awill come on to-morrow. T[ think is 
wil not anfwer your expeSations, if 
eve thould remove ; you fliall trave the 
yefulein the clofe cf this. The mili- 
tary cheft, I hope, will be fupp ied 
foon; they begin to ftrike the bills 
this day, fo that I hope fome may he 
dcorwafied to you néxt week. What 
has ovenfioned the delay in this article 
¥ know not, w.thout an imitation of 


the congrefs in its flownefs is become 
fathionable. I have had no further 
atcount’from our country about the 
governor, except that he is fill at York 
town, with three men of war.—He, 
Montague, and Foye, went the other 
day by water to his farm, and were 
within three or four minutes of ‘being 
all taken by Captain Meridith, with 
70 men from Hariover, who are, with 
about 150 from other counties, guard- 
ing Wil.iamfourg from any attempts 
that he may make with his boil’d crabs. 
Meridith fays, his intentions were to 
carry his Lo:dhip to Wiiliamfburg, 
to put him into the palace, and pro- 
mife him proteétion, to convince him 
and the world that no injury was in- 
tended him: however, as he miffcd his 
ftioke, I dare fay he wiil be charged 
with intending to murder him. We 
think the feafon too far advanced to 
fend you any more men from the fouth- 
ward ; but it feems to be the general 
opinion, to fend fome thoufands early 
in the {pring. Should this be the cafe, 
if I have the honour of being here, 
you may depend on my care of Mr. 
Johniton. We have an imperfe& ac- 
count of jan attack on New-York, by 
fome of the Over-Lake Indians: I 
hope it is not true; indeed, (betwixt 
you and I,) I give very little credit 
to any thing from that quarter, and 
wifh | could fay I had no reaton to be 
fulpicious of thofe people.—We yef- 
terday received difpatches fron) Geor- 
gia; they have come into the union, 
and have appointed delegates to the 
congrefs; they have even done more 5 
they, with the South Carolinians, arm- 
ed a v fel, and have teken a fhip with 
340 barrels of King’s powder, which 
they have divided ‘betwixt them —As 
I was.in the pleafing t.tk of writing to 
you, a liitle noife occafioned me to 
turn my head round, and who fhould 
appear but pretty litle Kate, the 
washer - woman’s diuzhter over the 
way, clean, trim, and rofy as the morn 
ing. I fisatched the golden glovious 
cpportunity, and, but for that curfed 
antidote to love, Sukey, I had fi'ted 
her for my General againit his return. 
We were obliged to part, but not ti! 
we had conir.vid to meet agin: if fhe 
keeps the appointment, f thall relifh a 
week's longer ftay.—I give you now 
and then fome of thefe adventures to 
amufe you, and unbend your mind 

from the cares of war.

But it is objeéted, that owe doth not 
multiply nor divide, therefore one is no 
number. 

In my opinion, this objeétion, in- 
fiead of proving ome to be no number, 
is an argument to prove that one isa 
number, and the only number in a pro- 
per fenfe, befides which there is no 
other. 

I underftand, then, by number, one 
fingle individual being, fubitance, or 
thing, and is not a part of another, as, 
a man, a child, an houfe, a ftheep ; 
hence it is not poffible that one fhould 
increafe ittelf, or any quantity of itfelf, 
by multiplication, or be diminifhed by 
divifion ; nothing but the aggregate of 
number is capable of doing this. 

When aumber is uled for more than

one, it means one entire quantity, in

It is alfo reatonable to fuppofe, that 
the ancienis underttood one only to be 
number, in the proper fenfe of the 
term 3 for the word fignifying one is in 
the fingular, but all other nouns of 
number, called nouns of multitude, 
are in the plural, not only in Latin, 
but alfo in Greek and Hebrew. 

Thcefe are fome of the reafons that 
have induced me to conclude unity to 
be amumler, and the only aumber, all 
others being the aggregate of number. 
If I am wrong, I thould be glad to be 
fet right.

E was honoured with the title of 

Baronet by our Sovereign, a9 a 
mark of his approbation of Sir George's 
wile and juft adminiftration of govern- 
ment over the Leeward Carribbee I- 
Slands daring thirteen years ; a mark 
‘of honour to himfelf, that will defcend 
to his late pofterity: and tho’ his 
memory is not dignified by a ftatue, 
as is done of Governors in fome of the 
Wett-India governments, yet the Re- 
cords in-each of thefe Iflands, will 
blazon his charagter, as a patern of 
wifdom and integrity to all his fue- 
ceffors. 

He was a native of Antigua, of a 
conftitution naturally warm, of a cou- 
rage intrepid, but {9 tempered by the 
power of reafon, as to give exergy and 
Aleadinefs to all his public a@ions. His 
geniss was very great; his apprehenfion 
quick, even in old age; his judgment 
mature and ftrong, but his integrity 
fuperior to all his other great endow- 
ments: from a combination of them 
all, his decrees as a Chancellor were fo 
jaf and impartial, that it is faid, (and 
‘I believe with truth) not one of them 
was eyer reverfed, Nor was his politi- 
cal conduét inferior, either in peace or 
war: during the la-ter, when the /word 
of Britain (ubdued all its enemies, both 
in Europe, and America, the iflands of 
his government enjoyed all the bleflings 
of a profound peace, chiefly by a fipu- 
Jation with the French governor, to 
fupprefs on both fides the little thiev- 
ith invafions upon private property, by 
pettiaugua- privateers, which faved our 
militia the conftant labours and fa- 
tigues of night-watchings upon our fea- 
éoafts, 

Thefe were fome of the bleffings 
we enjoyed under the wife and fpirited 
adininiftration of our worthy Governor, 
Sir George Thomas, which we recog- 
nize with much gratitude, tho" lefs 
than is due to his real. merit; and we 
have good reafon to hope, from his 
pat condné, that our prefent chief 
Governor, by treading in the fame 
fteps of him we celebrate, will deferve 
the like return from the prefent and 
future generations.

IPHE world has not loft for many 
years a more refpectable member of 
fociety than the late Dr. Pearce 5 nog 


the clergy a -more pious and learned 
prelate. In his younger days before 
he became a graduate, he publithed that 
exceKent edition of Longinus, ftill ad- 
mired and quoted by the bett critics, 
What is faid of Longious himfelf by 
our excellent Englifh poet, is as appli- 
cable to the editor: He is bimfeif the 
great fublime he draws. For very 
few of his order ever arrived to that 
perfe&ion in eloquence, for which ‘he 
was fo juftly celébrated. His didtion 
was fimple, nervous, and flowing ; his 
fentiments, were julf, and fublime, 
more fublime than the Heathen critic, 
in proportion to the fublimity of the 
Chriftian revelation. Yet he was never 
puffed up with the general applaufes of 
the world, but of an humble deport- 
ment refembling the meek Jefus, as far 
as the weaknefs of human nature can 
refemble a charaéter without fin. His 
countenance was always placid, and 
difplayed the enanaliang of his 
heart, if his extenfive charity had not 
proved it to a demonttration. His 
thirft of knowledge prompted him to 
a very fludious life, and that render- 
ed both his complexion and conftitu- 
tion delicate, yet, it held out by the 
blefiing of Providence beyond the 85th 
year of his age; which is the more cx- 
traordinary, confidering the mid- night 
lamp had caft a palene{s over his com 
piexion ; yet with all his learning and 
knowledge, his humility and modefty 
reftrained him from many publications, 
which the world may hope for from his 
executors; one particularly in Divjnity, 
which has been the object of his con- 
templation for many years paft,. With 
a view to complete that work, and to 
retire from the buttle of the world, he 
ftruggled hard ten years t30 to refign 
his Bifhopric, and the Deanery of 
Weftminfter, in which our gracious 
King was willing to gratify him ; but 
upon a confultation of the Bithops, 
they thought it cou'd not be done with 
propriety ; yet he was permitted to re- 
lign the Deanery. 

After poffefling the efteem and vene- 
ration of all who knew him for a long 
ferjes of years, either as Reétor of a 
very large parifh, or as a dignitary of 
the chuich, he has left the world im 
tears ; and gone to receive the infinite 
reward of his piety and virtue,

It is, however, fomewhat furprifing, 
how it thould have efcaped the learned 
critic, that neither. of thefe beauties is 
original in Apollonius.

iw is obferved, in your Magazine for 
May Jaft, p. 242, that Mr. War- 
ton, in the Hiflory of Englt/b Poetry, 
produces no authority for fuppofing 
Chaucer to haveamet Petrarch at Milan, 
at the magnificent wedding of Lionel, 
Duke of Clarence, with Violante, 
daughter of Duke Galeazzo, I know 
not from: what writer Mr. Warton 
took this curious anecdote. But it 
appears, from an inftrument in Rymer, 
wnder Edward IT. that the Duke of 
Clarence paffed from Dover to Calais, 
in his way to Milan, in the {pring of 
1368, with a retinue of 457 men, and 
1280 horfes, That Chaucer might 
have attended the Duke, on this ‘re- 
markable occafion, is by no means im- 
probable. He had now been long re- 
tained in the King’s fervice ; and, in 
the preceding year, had received a grant 
of-an annuity of twenty marks, for his 
faithful fervices in the capacity of a 
reyal Valetius, Weare told by Pau- 
Jus Jovius, that Petrarch was invited 
to this famous wedding.—I am, &c. 


[If this writer had read the Life of 
Petrarch, as well as our account of it, 
he would there have found fuch an ‘am- 
ple detail of the Duke of Clarence’s 
wedding at Milan, and alfo of the dif- 
tinflion there thewn to Petrarch, as 
would have precluded any farther proof 
of either of thefe faéts. . Or, if he 
could have told us on what authority 
Mz. Warton founds the anecdote he

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mentions; of “Chaucer's alfo ‘being 
there,’” we thould have. been. obliged 
to him. for clearing’ up a ‘point whieh, 


-at prefent, is at leaft obfcure,: not be- 


ing mentioned, ‘as we remember, by 
either of thofe poets, or in either :of

Litucow's Travels. Continued from 


p- 368. ‘ 

PROM Jericho they fet forward, by 
the way of the Wildernefs, to.the 
motniain on which Chrift fated, now 
called Quaranto, being in height above 
fix miles. There is only one way.to 
afcend it, hewn-out of the rock at the 
coft of Queen Helen, with forty-five 
turnings; end of all the company only 
one Fryar, four Germans, and our 
countryman durft attempt to. climb.it. 
Leaving their foldiers to:-guard.the:paf-= 
fage below, at break of day thefe fix 
repaired to the mountain,. and with 
great difficulty having reached the top, 
they entered firft an umbrageous cave, 
joining to and under the chapel where, 
the Fryar told them, Chrift faftedye 
days, and alfo rebuked Satan. Here 
they dined and refrethed. themfelves 
with water which Lithgow carried thi- 
ther on his back, in.a boar's-fkin, from 
Elifha’s fountain at the bottom, which 
by the prayers of that prophet was 
made fweet, and which is fo light (he 
fays) that he had no weight.nor trou- 
ble in carrying it. “ From thence they 
faw moft part of the Holy Land, a 
great way into the two Arabias, and 
ail the length of jortdan. In their.re- 
turn, none, not even the Fryar, would 
go foremolt, becaufe at the narrow end 
of every turning, between the upper 
and lower paflage, about a man’s 
height, or more, there'were only dim- 
ples and holes for theic feet; and the 
foremoft, was to receive them all, and 
place their feet in the. dimples; : of 
which, if any had miffed, his fliding 
down muft have carried them both over 
the rock. For the noble .Gérmans 
fake, two of whom were great barons, 
and vaffals to the Marquis of An{pach, 
Signor Strowfe, and Signor Cruthen, 
Lithgow refolved to embrace the dan- 
ger: fo.down he went, receiving each 
of them ‘at every turn, firt leading 
their feet by his hands, and then jin- 
veloping them with his arms. Having 
paft haif way down, they came to the 
moft dangerous defcent of all, where 
with much difficulty he fet fafe the 
four Germans; and then the Fryar 
coming down trembling and groping, 
with 
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with his face and belly to the rock, as 
Lithgow was fixing his feet, fear 
brought him down upon him ; but he 
slofing with his eft arm the Fryar's 
body fait to the rock, kept ftrongly his 
right fhoulder to the fame place: for 
if he had faved himfelf, and let the 
other fall, he would have thrown them 
both headlong over the rock: and yet 
the Germans cried out to him, Lafcia 
ti quel furfanto cafcar aila fondo con il 
Diavolo, e falva, caro fratello, la vi- 
ta voftra, viz. ** Let that villain fall 
to the ground with the Devil, and fave, 
dear brother, your own life.”’ But he 
neither would nor durft: and at laft 
the Fryar having :ecovered his fright, 
Lithgow let him flide gently down be- 
tween his arm and the rock to the folid 
path ; where he fell upon bis knees, 
and gave him a thoutand bleflings, 
with promifes of reward. In the af- 
ternoon they rejoined the Guardian, 
and the reft at the foot of the moun- 
tain, and the Fryar telling them how 
he had faved his life, Lithgow was em- 
braced and thanked by all the frater- 
nity. An hour within night they ar- 
rived at Jerufalem, the gate being kept 
open on purpofe for them, and refted 
till midnight, at the monattery, having 
marched that half day above 34 miles. 
The Guardian and Fryars then pre« 
pared to-go with them to the church 
of the Holy Sepulchre, where they 
were to flay Good Friday and Sarur- 
day, and Eafter Sunday, till midnight. 
They took their cook alfo with them, 
so drefs their diet which they carried. 
Meanwhile a Jew, ‘* the Frenchman 
of the Turkith Sanfacke,” came and 
seceived twelve fequins of gold from 
each of them, for their feveral heads 
and entry at Jerufalem, and for going 
to the Holy Grave, &c. Twa fequins 
alfo were given ‘to the Guardian, for 
his wax. caridles and other fooleries to 
be ufed thofe three nights; in the 
whole fix guineas; fo that from the 


twenty Franks, the whole fum for this | 


night’s labour amounted to 1261. fterl. 

The defcription of the Holy Grave, 
its glorious chapel, Mount Calvary, 
&c. and the various fuperfitious cere- 
monies performed by the Fryars, at the 
feveral (fuppofed) fcenes of our §a- 
viour’s pafion we omit. Suffice it to 
fay, that the ftrangers repofed all the 
three nights in the fecond gallery of 
the chapel. Defcending from Calvary, 
they faw the tombs of Godfrey of 
Bologne, and K. Baldwin, his bro- 
there About 6000 pilgrims were af- 
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fembled at this anniverfarys For tent 
pieces of gold thé Guardian offered to 
make our traveller a knight of the 
Holy Grave, which he réfufed, know- 
ing the oath he muft have taken’ of 
allegiarice to the Pope, &c: bat he 
faw two other pilgrims receive that or- 
ider by a gilt. fpur being put on the 
‘right heel, and knighthood conferred 
by nine blows on the fhoulder; from 
the fword with which Godfrey con- 
quered Jerufalem. On Eafter- day, 
before midnight, they returned -to the 
monaftery, and on Monday they tra- 
velled over the hilly country of Judea, 
vifiting feveral other places of note, 
viz. Emmaus, the valley of Gibeon, 
the pretended burial-place of Samuel, 
the Maccabees, Kings of Ifrael, &e. 
On Thurfday they vifited the place 
where (it is faid) the crofs grew on 
which Chrift fuffered, being ‘* referv< 
ed by Greeks, who have a convent 
built over it. And here ovr author 
relates a ftory of a knavith Greek; 
who came to London to beg a fupport 
for the repairs of the decayed monaf- 
tery, and being entertained and recém= 
mended by.Gundamore, the Spanifft 
Ambaffador, a contribution was grant- 
ed over all England: but Lithgow 
meeting ‘ this counterfeit rafcall”® in 
Whitehall, and teveral courtiers defir- 
ing him to try whether this Greek had 
ever been at Jerufalem, &c. he afked 
where the convent ftood? He replied, 
in Jerufalem, and upon meuat Mo- 
riah ;"* which is falfe, it being three 
Englith miles from the city. Our tra- 
veller alfo ‘*pofed him faither’’ about 
the fituation of Jerufalem, the fize of 
the cloyfter, its church, the number of 
Fryars, &c. &c. none of whieh qtef= 
tions he- could anfwer; but Roed qui- 
vering for fear and fhame, having ne- 
ver been in Afia, nor thofe. parts; 
whereupon ftealing out of the court, 
he was no more. feeh abroad; fet he 
had got at court and in the kingdom 
above 1200l. fterling. 
But to proceed—On the fame day 
they faw.an uninhabited hovfe; faid to 
have been Elizabeth's dt the time of 
the falutation, and the fan@luary in 
which Zacharias was Rrack dumb, the 
cave in which St. John did penahce, 
the fountain in which Philip baptized 
the Eunuch, &c. and lodged that night 
at Bethlehem, in a Frantciftan, monaf>, 
tery of fix Fryars. After fupper they 
viewed; by candle light, the place 
where Chrift was born; over which is 
built the moft magnificent church ai 
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all Afia or Africa, being decorated 
with 150 pillars. In the place of the 
crib is its refemblance, over which 
hung lamps of pure gold, conftantly 
burning. They were thewn, alfo, the 
p'ace over which the ftar ftayed, and a 
cave in which the Virgin Mary was 
hid from Herod's perfecution, whofe 
earth, it is alledged, has fuch virtue, 
that a little of it drunk in any liquor 
gives abundance of milk to fuch child= 
bearing women as are in want of it ; 
which our traveller boldly affirms to 
be true, having feen its efficacy tried. 
A pound weight of this duit he breught 
to England, and with other rare re- 
licks prefented half of it to K. James's 
Queen. Bethlehem (he adds) is the 
plealanteft village in all Judea, being 
fituated on a pretty hill, five miles 
from Jerufalem, and producing olive 
arid fig trees, fome corn, and a kind of 
white wine, The otlier places that he 
vifited were, Solomon's fith-ponds, Jo< 
feph’s pit, David's cave, Rachel’s tomb, 
Habakkuk’s houfe, Bathfhebas’s pond, 
David’s ruined palace, Simeon’s habi- 
tation, the Potters-field, the pool and 
ruined toveer of Siloam, the brook Ce- 
dron, the caftle and tomb of Lazarus, 
Martha’s houle, &c. and all thefe and 
more he defcribes more particularly 
than they ever were before, having ems 
ployed twelve days in viewing them. 
And while he and the ten other Franks 
were waiting at Jerufalem for a cara- 
van of Grand Cairo, to go down to 
Egypt, Fryar Lorenzo, whofe life Lith- 
gow had faved on the Quaranto (ee 
above), privately, but gratefully, pres 
feared him with twelve croffes, made 
of the olive wood of Mount Olivet, 
each crofs having 24 relicks indented 
ip them, with forty pair of chaplets 
made of the fame wood, two pair 
of Turkith handkerchiefs, and three 
pair of garters and girdles of the Holy 
Grave, And a chriftian purveyor for 
the Fryars engraved on their feveral 
arms, upon Chrikt’s fepulchre; the 
name of Jefus and the Holy.Crofs, at 
their own delire, according to the mo- 
del underneath. But Litngow * de- 
Cvphered and fubjoined below” his 
"the four incorporate crowns of K. 
James, with this iafcription, Vivat Ja- 
cobus Rex,” giving the fellow two 


piatters. 
He fixed, alfo, thefe lines for K. 

James. 
‘* Long may he live, and long may God 
above [love !

The guardian, however, hearirig thies 
was much offended at his poiluting that 
holy place with the name of fuch an 
arch enemy to the Romith churchs 
But hearing Lithgow recite * his he~ 
roic virtues, his bounty; wifdom, and 
learning,” his fury abated; and he 
begged him to intreat fome gratuity 
from his Majefty, for maintaining thofe 
facred monuments, his fubjeéts being 
as free here as they. Which he pere 
formed, after his arrival in England, 
when he prefented to his Majefty the 
turpentine rod, from Jordan, and other 
rare things in the privy garden of 
Gieenwich. The King replied, “ they 
never fought any help of him, and. if 
they had, he would have fupported 
their neceflity.”"—For 17 days diet at 
the convent, the whole fridor dentium 
came to gl. 2s. i.e. fix fhillings a day. 
The Guardian's fecretary then prefent~ 
ed him his patent under their great 
feal, which coft him three gold fequins. 
But this he afterwards lott at Malaga. 
The guide and interpreter had aifo 
two fequins from each, and the fteward, 
porter, and cook, one. In the whole, 
our author’s expences and tributes, at 
Jerufalem, Sec. amounted to 121.165.

rT HE following paper may be confi- 
dered as the ultimatum of the A- 
merican Continental Congrefs. We 
fhall therefore infert it at full length, 
referring to our Mag. for Feb. p. 101, 
for the words of Ld. North's conciliat- 
ing metion, to which it is an aniwer, 
Philadelphia, July 31, 1775+ 
THE feveral afiemblies of New-Jer- 
fey, Pennfylvania, and Virginia, 
having referred to the Congrefs a refo- 
lution of the Houfe of Commons of 
Great. Britain, (for which fee Febru- 
ary Mag. p. sor) the Congrefs took 
the faid refolution into confideration, 
and are thereupon of opinion, : 

THAT the colonies of America 
are entitled to the sole and exciuiive 
privilege of giving and gianting their 
own money : that this involves a right 
of deliberating whether they will make 
any gift, for what purpofes it fhall be 
made, and what fhall be its amount ? 
and that it is a high breach of this pri- 
vilege for any body of men, extrane- 
ous te their conftitutions, to prefcribe 
the purpofes for which money fhail be 
levied on them, to take to theméelves 
the authority of judging of their con- 
dition, circumfances, and fituations, 
and of determining the amount of the 
contributions to be levied. 

That, as the colonies poffefs a right 
of appropriating their gifts, fo are they 
entitled at all times to enquire into 
their application, to fee that they be 
not wafted among the venal and cor- 
rupt, for the purpofe of undermining 
the civil rights of the givers, nor yet 
be diverted to the fupport of ttanding 
armies, inconfiftent with their freedom, 
and fubverfive of their quiet. To pio- 
pole, therefore, as this refolution does, 
that the monies given by the colonies 
fhall be fubjcét to the difpofal of par- 
Jiament alone, is to propole that they 
fhall relinquifh this right of enquiring, 
and put it in the power of others to 
render their gifts ruinous, in propor- 
tion as they afe liberal. 

That this privilege of givirg or with- 
holding our. monies, is an important 
barrier againft the undue exertion of 
prevogative, which, if left altogether 


without controul, may be exerciled te 
our great oppreffion; and all hiftory 
flhews, how efficacious is its interci flion 
for redrefs of guievances, and re-efta- 
blifhment of rights, and how improvi« 
dent it would be to part with fo powers 
ful a mediator. 

We are of opinion that the propofi- 
tion contained in this refolution is une 
reafonable and infidious : unreafonable, 
becaufe, if we declare we accede to it, 
we declare without refervation, we will 
purchafe the favour of parliament, not 
knowing at the fame time at what price 
they will pleafe to eftimate their favour: 
it is infidious, becaufe individual colo- 
nies, having bid and bidden again, till 
they find the avidity of the feller too 
great for all their powers to fatisfy, are 
then to return into oppofition, divided 
from their fifter colonies, whom the 
minifter will have previoufly detached 
by a grant of eafier terms, or by an 
artful procraltination of a definitive 
an{wer, 

Tha the fufpenfion of the exercife 
of tl...c pretended power of taxation, 
being exprefsly made to commenfurate 
with the continuance of our gifts, thefe 
mult be perpetual to make that Jo: 
whereas no experience has fhewn that 
a gift of perpetual revenue jecures a 
perpetual return of duty, or kind dif- 
pofition, On the contrary, the pare 
Jiament itfelf, wifely attentive to this 
obfervation, are in the ¢ ftablifked prac 
tice of granting their fupplies from 
year to year only. 

Defirous and determined as we are 
to confider, in the moft difpaffionate 
view, every feeming advance towards a 
reconciliation made by the Britith par- 
liament, let our brethren of Britain re- 
fle&t what would have been the facri- 
fice to men of free fpirits, had even 
fair terms been proffered, as thefe infi- 
dious propofals were,with circumftances 
of infult and defiance. A propofition 
to give our money, accompanied with 
large fleets and armies, feems addreffed 
to our fears, rather than to our freedom. 
With what patience would Britons 
have received articles of treaty from 
any power on earth, when borné on 
the point of a bayonet by military ple- 
nipotentiaries ? 

We think the attempt unneceflary to 
raife upon us, by force or by threats, 
cur proportional contributions to the 
common defence, when ail know, and. 
themfelves acknowledge, we have fully 


contributed, whenever called upon to 


do fo in the chara&ter of fieemen, 
We 
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We are of opinion it is not juft that 
the colonies fhould be required to o- 
blige themfelves to other contributions, 
while Great. Britain poffeffes a mono- 
poly of their trade. This, of itfelf, 
lays them under heavy contribution, 
To demand, therefore, additional aids 
im the form of a tax, is to demand the 
double of their equal proportion. If 
we are to contribute equally with the 
other parts of the empire, ‘et us equally 
with them enjoy free commerce with 
the whole world. But while the ce- 
ftri&ions on our trade fhut to us the re- 
fources of wealth, is it-jult we fhould 
bear all other burthens equally with 
thofe to whom every refource is open ? 

We conceive that the Britihh Parlia- 
ment has no right to intermeddle with 
our provifions for the fuppoit of civil 
government, or adminiftration of juf- 
tice. The provifions we have made 
are fuch as pleafe ourfelves, and are 
agreeabie to our own circumftances: 
they anfwer the fubftantial purpofes of 
government and of juftice, and other 
purpofes than thefe fhould not be an- 
fwered. We do not mean that our 
people thall be burthened with oppref- 
five taxes, to provide finecures for the 
idle or the wicked, under colour of 
providing for a civil lift, While par- 
hiament purfue their plan of civil go- 
wernment within their own jurifdic- 
tion, we alfo hope to purfue ours with- 
out molefiation. 

We are of opinion the propofition is 
altogether unfatisfagtory, becaule it im- 
ports only a fufpenfion of the mode, 
not a renunciation of the pretended 
right to tax us; becaufe, too, it does 
not propofe to repeal the feveral aés of 
parliament, paffed for the purpofe of 
reftraining the trade, and altering the 
form of government of one of our co- 
Jonies; extending the boundaries, and 
changing the government of Quebec ; 
enlarging the jurifdi&ion of the courts 
of Admiralty and Vice- Admiralty ; 
taking from us the rights of trial by 
jury of the vicinage, in cafes affecting 
both life and property ; traniporting us 
into other countries to be tried for cri- 
minal offences; exempting, by mock- 
trial, the murderers of colonifts from 
punifhment; and quartering foldiers 
on us in times of profound peace. Nor 
do they renorthce the power of fufpend- 
ing our own legiflatures, and of legi- 
flating for us themfelves in all cafes 
whatfoever. On the contrary, to thew 
they mean no difcontjnuance of injury, 


they pafs aéts, at the very ume of hold« 


ing out this propofition, for reftraining 
the commerce and fiferies of the pro- 
vinces of New-England, and for inter 
dicting the trade of other colonies with 
all foreign nations, and with each 
other. This proves unequivocally they 
mean not to relinquith the exercife of 

indifcriminate legiflation over us. 
Upon the whole, this propofition 
feems to have been held up to the 
world, to deceive it-into a belef, that 
there was nothing in difpute between 
us but the mode of levying taxes; and 
that the parliament having now beea 
fo good as to give up this, the colonies 
are unreafonable if not perfe&tly fatis- 
fied: whereas, in truth, our adveria- 
ries ftill claim a right of demanding ad 
libitum, and of taxing us themfelves to 
the full amount of their demand, if 
we do not comply with it. This leaves 
us without any thing we can call pro 
perty. But, what is of more impor- 
tance, and what is the propofal they 
keep ont of fight, as if no fuch point 
was now in conteft between us, they. 
claim a right to alter our charters and 
eftablifh laws, and leave us without 
any fecurity for our lives or liberties, 
The propofition feems alfo to have 
been calculated more particularly to 
lull into fatal fecurity our well-affe&ca 
fellow-fubje&ts on the other fide of the 
water, till time fhould be given for the 
operation of thofe arms, which a Bri- 
tith minifter. pronounced would inftane 
taneoufly reduce the *‘ cowardly” fons 
of America to unreferved fubmiffion. 
But when the world refle&ts how ina- 
dequate to juftice are thefe vaunted 
terms; when it attends to the rapid and 
bold fucceffion of injuries, which, dur. 
ing a courle of eleven years, have been 
aimed at thefe colonies; when it ree 
views the pacific and refpeétful expo- 
ftulations, which during that whole 
time, were the fole arms we oppofed to 
them; when it obferves that our coms 
plaints were either not heard at all, or 
were anfwered with new and accumu. 
lated injury; when it recollects that 
the minster himfelf, on an eatly occa- 
fion, declared, ** that he would never 
treat with America, till he brought her 
to his feet ;** and that an avowed parti- 
fan of miniftry has more lately de- 
nounced fentence againft us, the dread~ 
ful fentence, ‘* Delenda eft Carthago ;* 
that it was done in the prefence of a 
Britith fenate, and, being unreproved 
by them, mutt be taken to be their own 
fentiment (efpecially as the purpofe has 
alicady, in pait, been casried into exe. 
Cutiony 
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cuion, by their treatment of Bofton, 
and burning of Charleftown) ; when: 
it confiders the great armaments with 
which they have invaded us, and the 
circumftances' of cruelty with which 
thefe have commenced and profecuted 
hoftilities ; when thefe things, we fay, 
are laid together, and attentively con- 
fidered, can the world be deceived into 
an opinion that we are unreafonable ? 
or can it hefitate to believe with us, 
that nothing but our own exertions: 
may defeat the miniftcrial fentence of 
death, or abjeé&t fubmiffion ?

Obfervations on the Difficulties which 
embarraffed the hiftorical Credit of 
the 7Bneid. 

[ Extracted from an Effay on the origi - 
nal Genius and Writings of Homer, 
by the late Robert Wood, Efg; of 
swhich an account will be given in 
our next.) 

HOUGH Virgil found the voyage 

of his hero fufficiently eftablithed 

in the minds of a people creduloufly 
redifpofed towards the favourite ob- 
ject of national prejudice; he appears 
to have been very cautious of endan- 
gering its credit, by departing from 
any of the prevailing popular tradi- 
tions, which related to that event. 

And though the obfcurity and contra- 

distion, in which the incidents of this 

fuppofed migration were involved, gave 
him fcope in the choice of his mate- 
rials, he made a very fparing ufe of it; 
for he feldom ventures to introduce an 
extraordinary circumftance, that we 
cannot trace to fome previous autho- 
rity; and he gives fome things a place 
in his poem, tor which he can fee no 
temptation, but their contributing to 
fupport the truth of his fubjeéts. 

The divine miffion of his hero offers 

a ready folution of many of the ob- 

jections to his eftablifhment in Italy ; 

and is made refponfible for all the ab- 
furdity and injuftice, with which his 
enemies fo naturally charge that under- 
taking. Auguriis agimur Divum is 
the fhort account he gives of the defer- 
tion of his own country; and much 
the fame apology is made to Latinus 
tor the invafion of his. This lan- 
guage is adapted with great propriety 
to the grand puipofe of the poet, who 
infinuating, to a vain and fuperftitious 
eople, a favourable idea of a late 
“¢hange of government, artfully conci- 
Jiates reyerence and refpeét to the coms 
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mon origin and conneéted interelts of 
their civil and religious conftitution 
and with this view the pious duties of 
faith, refignation, and obedience, are 
highly finifhed in the charaéler of his 
predeflined hero. 

But though the eftabiithed religion 
and public annals of Rome feemed to 
have tolerably well fecured the credit 
of a faét, which the Emperer’s vanity 
was eager to encourage, and popular 
prejudice not lefs zealous to support; 
yet Virgil did not care to truft impar- 
tial pofterity with Homer's fhort ac- 
count of this matter, and difcoyers the 
moft genuine compliment to the Greek 
poet's hiftorical charaéter, in a fly evas 
fion of its authority ; for he adopts 
the paflage from the Iliad, and by 
changing a fyllable in one word, he 
converts the ftrongeft voucher againk 
the voyage of /Eneas, into a propheti¢ 
teftimony in its favour. 

It was ftill 'neceflary to foften ano- 
ther ftriking obje&tion, to which the 
hero’s fettlement in Italy was liable, 
The colony he was faid to have con- 
duéted and eftablifhed there, retained 
no marks of their ‘Frojan origin ; nor 
did the defcendants of thofe conquerors 
preferve the leaft remains of the man- 
necs, cuftoms, language, or even name, 
of their fuppofed ancettors, at the. fame 
time that they differed greatly from 
them, both in the modes and objects of 
their worthip. 

The Romans would, perhaps, of all 
nations, be leaft fenfible of the torce of 
this obje&ion: as no people was ever 
lefs bigotted to their own manrers, or 
more apt to adopt thofe of their con- 
quered enemies. Yet Virgil faw, that 
fo very unnatural a negleét of the mo- 
ther country, and fo wnaccountable 3 
compliment to the inhabitants of a 
new conqueft, could not pafs unno- 
ticed; he therefore clofes the poem 
with the following piece of machinery, 
perfe&t!y well calculated for a folution 
of thofe difficulties. 

As Turnus and /Eneas are prepar- 
ing for the final decifion by fingle com- 
bat, Jupiter makes a conciliating over- 
ture to Juno, and expoftulates with her 
upon the inutility of endlefs oppofition 
to the decrees of fate:

$* Indigitem FEneam {cis ipfa, et feire fatcris, 

§* Deberi colo, fatifque ad fidera telli.

He then intreats her to defift; and, 
fir putting her in mind of the un- 

happy 
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happy lengths to which her paffion had 
been already indulged, he concludes 
with a concife and pofitive injunétion 
to proceed no further ; 


$¢ Ulterius tentare veto,” 


The goddefs, who could cetard, but 
not controul, the wi!l of Jove, an{wers 
fubmiffively, apologizes for her paft 
conduct, and promiles to renounce the 
caufe. But in return fhe requetts,

Jupiter grant her petitions, and de- 
clares,

rum nos,” oe,

Here, we fee, that the poet is obliged 
to have recourle to a decree of Jupiter 
to account for the want of affinity be- 
tween the language, manners, names, 
and religions, rites, and ceremonies, of 
Troy and Rome. But he: had ftili 
other difficulties to encounter. The 
fEneid is, like the lliad, full of ma- 
chinery: and Virgil’s imitation of Ho- 
mer, in this particular, lay under two 
very great difadvantages. The firft of 
thele, of which we have before taken 
notice, was, that the fcenery of Homer’s 
mythology was fixed in Greece, and 
adapted to the aétion of the Iliad, 
The fecond was, that the parts, which 
the dramatis perfonge of this mytholo- 
gy acted in the Trojan ftory, were ar- 
ranged not exa@ly in the manner moft 
fuitable to the purpofe of Virgil. For 
he is by thefe means deprived of the 
charaéter in which Minerva appears 
with fo much propriety in the Odyfley ; 
and is obliged to put his pious legifla- 
tive hero under the protection of Venus. 
This goddefs, though very fit to have 
the condut of his affairs at Ca:thage, 
when he is carrying on an amour with 
Dido, was not fo well qualified to pro- 
mote his views in Italy, Dum conderet 
urbem, inferretque Deos Latio. Again, 
Juno having been employed in’ the 
Iliad as the inveterate enemy of Troy, 
takes an aétive part in the AEneid a- 
gaint the eftablithment of the Roman 
empire. It is true, the poet derives 
from this the happiett allufions to fome 
of the moft inierefting fcenes in the 
Roman hiftory. Bur, fuvely, her firft 
appearance in this hoftile charaQer, at 
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the opening of the poem, muft have 
been an aukward circumflance, when 
Juno Romana was the favouiiie deity 
of Rome. 
Tum ves, O Tyrii, flirpem et genus omue 
Suturum 
Exercete odiis; cinerique hac mittite noftra 
Munera: nulius amor populis, nec federe 
fanto. 
Exoriare aliguis noftris ex offibus ultor, 
Lui face Dardanios ferroque fequare colonoss 
Wunc, alim, quacungue dabunt fe tempore 
vires. 
AENEID. L. iv. v. 622, 
Tt was not proper that the reader 
fhould wait for the unraveling of the 
plot to have this matter explained ; he 
is therefore apprized in the firft book, 
that this enmity of the goddefs is to be 
controverted into proteétion and re- 
gard ; and Jupiter promifes, , 
&* Confilia in melius referet ; mecumque fo- 
vebit 
$£ Romanos rerum dominos,” &c. 
Accordingly, towards the conclufion 
of the laft book, this reconciliation is 
effected ; 


6 Anauit bis Funo, et mentem letataretorfit.” 


The great point being thus fettled, 
Turnus is killed, and the poem ends. 

From this digreflion on the condu& 
of the Roman poet, with regard to the 
event which he chofe for his fubje&t, I 
would infer, that, notwithftanding the 
powerful prejudices of Rome in its 
favour, he was apprehenfive of objec- 
tions, which might be drawn as well 
from Homer's authority, as from the 
incredible fingularity of a colony’s re- 
taining no traces of the names, lan- 
guage, drefs, or religious rites of their 
ancettors, 


Account of a Letter on the Extirpatian 
of the Small-Pox, lately publifbed in 
Germany, by Dr. Frederick Cafimir, 
Phyfician at Manheim. 

WHILE the oppofers of inoculatian 

have had the mortification to fee 
almoft all the able phyficians of Europe 
declaring themfelves more and more 
in favour of this praétice, new fubje&s 
of grief and offence are preparing for 
them. At leaft, two German phyficians 
have undertaken to prove, that the ex- 
tirpation of the fmall-pox, both natu- 
ral and artificial, is very poffible. Dr. 

Kraufe, an eminent phyfician. at Leip. 

Jick, is the firft who has had the cou- 

rage to advance this pofition. In.a 

a differtation publithed laft year, he has 

ventured to maintain, that she fwall- 

pox, 
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pox, which by length of time has ac- 

uvired among us the right of a denizen, 
for from being a neceffary evil, and 
which almof all men muft undergo 
ence in their lives, might very eafily 
be prevented, if for this purpofethe fame 
preventives were taken as are ufed in 
gegard to the plague. Dr. Cafmir had 
before conceived the poffibility of be- 
ing preferved from the fmall-pox; but 
he did not dare to publith his thoughts 
on this fubjeé&, and he was contented 
himfelf with communicating them to 
a friend. But now, encouraged by 
the example of Dr. Kraxfe, he under- 
takes to prove, in the work of which 
we are fpeaking, 1. That it is poflible 
to extirpate the fmall-pox; and, 2z. 
That inoculation might be ufed with 
fuccefs for the cure of difeafes that are 
often incurable by every other method, 

a. Dr. Cafimir is far from believing 
that the fmall-pox has its origin in us 
from our firft formation, and that it 
proceeds from a feed, from a poifon 
that we carry in onr blood when we 
come into the world.. According to 
him, the variolous fever is owing to the 
fame caufes which occafion every other 
inflammatory fever; and in order to 
hinder the inflammation from degene- 
rating into pus, in order to prevent the 
putules and impofthumes, all that is 
neceflary is to endeavour immediately 
to ftop the fever, and to conquer it. 
If the puftules appear, it is becaufe, 
far from oppcfing, we enly thiok of 
favouring the eruption. As foon asa 
child, who has not had the fmall pox, 
begins to be out of order, we are 
alarmed, and believe that it is going 
to have this diftemper. With this 
view, no means are ufed for the cure 
of an indifpofition which would have 
no bad confequence if it was immedi- 
ately oppofed ; and precious time is 
loft in waiting, as it is faid, to fee what 
will happen. ‘The evil thue negleéted 
gains ground daily, and becomes the 
more violent, inafmuch as children are 
generally confined in very hot cham- 
bers*, they are put to bed, they are 
overwhelmed with bed-cloaths, they 
are ftuffed with ccrdials, alexiphar- 
micks, and I] know not how many 
drugs, in order to expel the pretended 
variolous poifon. Inftead, then, of

lowering the fever, they indufttioufly 
increafe it, which may be called thiow- 
ing oil om the fire; and it is no won- 
der that by fuch management an evil 
very flight in itfelf becomes a ferious 
malady, and that its confequences are 
frequently dreadful. 

In order to prove that the fmall pox 
is no more at bottom than an inflam- 
mation, Dr.Cafimir enumerates its vari- 
ous fymptoms, and fhews that even thofe 
which appear the moft remarkable, fa- 
livation, for inftance, the puftules, the 
blacknefs which fometimes furrounds 
them, and which is thought fo bad a 
fymptom, &c. are not owing to a pars 
ticular venom, but are the natural ef- 
feéts of an inflammatory fever whea 
we have neglected to ftop its progrefs. 

But, it may be faid, if the fimall 
pox is no more than an inflammation, 
why are we not often attacked by it as 
well as by every other inflammatory 
diforder? This cafe, if we may believe 
‘our author, Goes often happen; many 
people have had the fmali-pox feveral 
times, and, which above all ought to 
be obferved, this diftemper frequently 
appears again in another form, ¢. g. 
in that of the meafles, the chicken- 
pox, the fearlet fever, &c. The author 
thews the fimilitude between thefe dif- 
ferent diforders and the fmall- pox, and 
on the meafles in particular he makes 
ene obfervation which he thinks new: 
it is, that they may be made te fuppu- 
rate, fo as in fome mealure to degene- 
rate into the fmall-pox. For this pur- 
pole, when the eruption is made, and 
the pimples are all formed, there need 
only be given to the patient fome bark 
in (mall dofes ; if the fever is too high, 
he may be made to take it with fome 
cooling things; «nd if on the contrary 
it is too low, a little opium may be 
tubftituted in the room of them, By 
this means, the puftules, inftead of 
growing hard, drying up, and falling 
off in {cales, will come to fuppuration, 
and wiil exaétly refemble the {mall-pox. 
The fecond fever, which always attends 
the meafles, and which is the mof 


dangerous, will be the fame as in the 


other diftemper. 

But, to return, our ingenious auther 
makes great ufe of this difeafe being a 
new one, and remarks, that, if this 
were a neceflary evil, whofe leaven we 
bring with us into the world, our an- 
ceftors would have been liable to it as 
well as we. Now, no mention is made 
of it in the works. of Hippocrates and 
Galexz, though moft certainly thofe twe 

great 
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great men were the beft obfervers of 
antiquity, and have defcribed all epi- 
demical diforders with the utmoft ex- 
aétnefs. Some iearned men have, in- 
deed, thought that they could difcover 
fome traces of the fmall-pox in their 
writings 3 and Dr. Cafmir is aware of 
what has been faid on this fubjeét by 
Rhazes the Arabian*, M. deViolantet, 
and above all by M. de Hahn}; but 
he thinks that they have been unan- 
fwerably confuted by the celebrated 
M. de Werihoff §. And almof ali the 
learned agree that this malady is very 
modern, and that it came to us from 
the Egyptians and Arabians, among 
whom it appeared about the beginning 
of the feventh century. It cannot be 
affirmed that no one had been attacked 
with it before that time; our author 
allows that there may have been in- 
ftances of it, but he thinks with rea- 
fon that they mutt have been very rare, 
as the old phyficians have not men- 
tioned them. 

After all, it is undeniable that many 
nations felt not this fcourge till within 
thele few years. Father Labet informs 
us, that it was entirely unknown to the 
Caribbees in America before the arrival 
of the Europeans. The Greenlanders 
received it from the Danes, in 1734, 
and had never heard it mentioned be- 
fore. Thofe among the Tartars who 
lived only on ficth and milk were not 
liable to it in 1734, and perhaps are 
not fo yet. The Calmucks alfo are in 
a happy ignorance in this refpe&t ; and 
the famous Dr. Mead affures us that the 
natives of Cape Verd were for the firtt 
time infc&ted with this malady in 1718 
by the Europeans, who then made them 
this fatal prefent. If, then, the Carib- 
bees, the inhabi'ants of Cape Verd, the 
Greenlanders, the Tartars, and the 
Calmucks, were not acquainted with 
the fmall. pox before we carried it to 
them, it is evident that it is not a ne- 
ceflary evil, whofe feeds are born with 
us. And, &nce our anceftors knew it 
Not 1000 years ago, why may we not 
flatter oufelves with bringing hack 
again thofe happy days, and with being 
at length totally delivered from this 
dreadful malady ? This is what feveral 
able phyficians have alio hoped: Dr. 
Cafimir quotes among others the great 
Boerhaave |, who believed that it was

not impoffible to find a method of be~ 
ing preferved from the {mall-pox, and 
wifhed much that it was fought after, 
on account of the vaft benefit that 
would from thence accrue to mankind. 
He conjeétures that this excellent effect, 
might be produced by antimony and 
mercury reduced by the affiitance of 
art to a great degree of penetrability ; 
but experience has not juftified this 
conjecture ; and it is even found, fays 
our author, that mercury is very pers 
nicious in the fmall-pox. ; 

He then proceeds to explain himfel€- 
on the ufe that he thinks might be made, 
of inoculation ; but this we muft defer.

whether a plan which evidently puts it 
in the power of any petty officer to de- 
prive the workmen of tne hard-earned 
reward of their labour can poffibly be 
for their encouragement? To affert 
that the thipwrights had their cho:ce 
whether they would work at taik work 
or otherwile is fo grofs a mifreprefenta- 
tion as to need no contradiction, it 
being well known, that from Plymouth 
and Portfmouth yards petitions a- 
GAINST the tafk-work were REPEAT- 
EDLY pretented, but without effect. In 
confequence of which they refuled to 
work, till threatened with a diflcharge 
from the fervice. — They might mur- 
mur, but they muff make trial? Af- 
ter ufing every dutiful means to ob- 
tain rediefs they found themfelves 
compelled to unite in a body to orpofe 
the iron hand of cppreffion, which was 
now ftretched ont againft them. But 
this union, which for a while held the 
whole body together as one man, was, 
after a moft noble ftand, broken by 
corruption, and fome prevailed on to 
return to their labour, having firlt ob- 
tained a promife that the tatk-work 
fhould be abolifhed. ‘This has brought 
in the reff, But laf week, notwith- 
ftanding this promife, an order was if- 
fued to the different yards to put the 
men again at tafk, which they have 
very nobly and refolutely refufed to 
comply with. 

The heavy complaints urged againt 
thofe men for their outragecus and 
cruel behaviour are of 2 p'ece with 
every other part of that correfpondent’s 
account. [ was a {pectator of the riot 
at Plymouth yard, which confitted of 
a number of boys, affifted by fome en- 
raged women, who, on a wooden 


horfe, carried two men through the 
fireets for entering into the dock yard 
as fiipwrighis, whe had never irved

their apprenticefhip to the trade, and 
conf:quently were not entitled to it. 
In this punifhment, which is not un- 
frequent among themflelves, the men, 
when at work in the yard, ufually af- 
fit the boys, but among the mob not a 
dozen fhipwrights were to be feen, and 
the few that were there were only 
fpectators,

HAVE taken this opportunity to 

acquaint you, that on Friday the 
Sth of September there happened in 
this town, about ro P. M. a pretty 
{mart thock of an earthquake. Being 
afleep in bed at the time of the earths 
quake, I did not perceive it; but fe- 
veral perfons, who were up and awake, 
were fenhble of the commotion, and 
others, who were afleep in bed, were 
awaked by it; and thole who were a- 
wake in bed felt the fhock very tenfi- 
bly. At Longford-hovfe, a feat of 
Loid Shrewfbury, diftant about half a 
mile from town, Mrs. Roycroft, a te- 
nant, who lives in one part of the 
houfe, felt the motion as hhe lay in bed, 
and perceived the bed raifed up under 
her, wHich occafioned her to rife and 
call for a candle, to enquire into the 
caufe, imagining fome perfon to be 
concealed under the bed. Neither the 
Hon. James Dormer, Efq;. his lady, 
or Mr, Slaughter, a gentleman who 
refides with them, or any of their fer« 
vants, who live in another part of the 
houie, perceived the fhock, as I am 
credibly informed. This earthquake 
extended to Shrewfbury, Coalbroak- 
Dale, Wellington, Wolveshampton, 
Brewood, and many other places, but 
was not attended with any damage.

WeE your Majetty’s faithful fubj-&s 

"of the colonies of New-Hamp-, 
fhire, Maffachufets-bay, Rhode-ifland 
and Providence plantations, Conneéti« 
cut,New. Yok, New-Jerfey, Penntylvag, 
nia, the counties of Newcaftle, Kent, 
and Suffex in Delaware, Maryiand, 
Virginia, North and South Carolina, in 
behalf of curfelves and the inhabitsnts. 
of thefe colonies, who have deputed us 
to reprefent them in general congrefs, 
entreat your Majefty’s gracious aitens 
tion to this our humble petition. 

The union between our mother. 
country and thefe colonies, and the 
energy of mild and juft government, 
produced benefits fo remarkably im-. 
portant, and afforded fuch affurance 
of their permanency and increafe, that 
the wonder and envy of other nations 
were excited, while they beheld Great- 
Britain rifing to a power the moft ex- 
traordinary the-world had ever known, 
Her rivals obferving that there was no 
probability of this happy. connection 
being broken by civil diffrntions, and 
apprehending its future effects, if left 
any longer undifturbed, refolved to 
prevent her receiving fa continual and 
formidable an acceflion of wealth and 
ftrength, by checking the growth of 
thefe fettlements, from which they 
were to be derived. 

In the profecution of this attempt, 
events fo unfavourable to the defign 
took place, that every friend to the in- 
tereft of Great- Britain and thefe colo~ 
nies entertained pleafing and reafona- 
ble expeétarions of ieeing an additional: 
force and extention immediately given 
to the operations of the unicn hitherto 
experienced, by an enlargement of the 
domimons of the crown, and the ree 
moval of ancient and warlike enemies 
to a greater diftance. 

At the conclufion, therefore, of the 
late war, the moft glorious and advan- 
tageous that ever had been c:rricd on 
by Britifh arms, your loyal colonies,, 

having 
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having contributed to its fuccefs by 
fach repeated and ftrenuous exertions 
as frequently procured them the dif- 
tinguifhed approbation of your Ma- 
jefty, of the late King, and of par- 
jament, doubted not but that they 
fhould be permitted, with the ret of 
the empire, to fhiare in the bleffings of 
peace, and the emoluments of victory 
and conqueft. While thefe recent and 
honourable acknowledgments of their 
merits remained on record in the jour- 
nals and aéts of that auguft legiftature, 
the parliament, undefaced by the im- 
‘utation, or even the fufpicion, of any 
offence, they wére alarmed by 4 new 
fyftem of ftatutes and regulations, a- 
dopted for the adminiftration of the 
colonies, that filled their minds with 
the molt painful fears and jealouftes ; 
and, to their inexprefhible altonifhment; 
perceived the dangers of a foreign quar- 
rel quickly fucceeded by domeltic dan- 

ers in their jadgment of a more dread- 
fii kind. 

Nor were their anxieties alleviated 
by any tendency in this fyftem, to pro- 
mote the welfare of the mother eoun- 
try: for, though its effects were more 
immediately felt by them, yet its in- 
fluence appeared to be injurious to the 
commerce and piofperity of Great- 
Britain. 

We hall decline the ungrateful tafk 
of defcribing the irkfome variety of 
artifices pfactifed by many of your 
Majefty’s minifters, the delufive pre- 
tences, fruitlefs terrors, and unavailing 
feverities, whith have from time to 
time been dealt out by them in their 
attempts to execute this impolitic plan, 
or of tracing through a feries of years 
palt the progrefs of the unhappy dif- 
ferences between Great- Britain and 
thefe colonies, which have flowed from 
this fatal fource.

to America, and probably to all your 
dominions, we are earneftly defirous 
of performing this office with the ut- 
moft deference to your Majefty; and 
we therefore pray that your royal mag.

Mr. Pope wae unable to drefs or un- 
drefs himfelf, or get into bed without 
help; aor could he ftand upright till ¢ 
kind of flays, made of ftiff linen, were 
laced on him, one of his fides being 
contragéted almoft to the back-bone. 
He wanted much waiting on, but w 
very liberal to the miaid-fervants abou 
him, fothat he had never reaion to 
complain of bejng neglected. Thef# 
females attended him at night, and, in 
the morning, brought him his writing= 
detk to bed, lighted his fire, drew off 
his ftockings, &c. which offices he 
often fummoned them to perform at 
very early hours; fothat, when any part 
of their other bufinefs was left undone, 
their common excufe was, that the 
fad been employed with Mr. Pope, ang 
then no farther repreherifion was to be 
dreaded. He ordered coffee to be madé 
feveral times in a day, that he might 
hold his head oyer its fteam, as a terti- 
porary relief to the violent head-achs 
from which he ufually fuffered. Hid. 
hair having almoft entirely fallen off, 
he fometimes dined at Lord Oxford’¢ 
table in a velvet cap; but, when h 
went to court, he put on a ti¢-wig an 
black clothes, and had a little fword 
peeping. out by his pocket-hole. “It 
was difficult to perfuadé him to drink a 
fingle glafs of wine. He and Lady 
Mary fy ortley Mentagu had frequent 
quarreis, which ufualiy ended in their 
alternate defertion of thehoufe. When 
Mr, Pope wanted to go out any where 
in the evening, he always (ent for Mrs, 
Blount to accompany him in a hack- 
ney-coach. He often refided at Lord

King James II. and to thofe of his 

fon. The Hannover papers compre- 

hend the material part of the corref- 
pondence and fecret negotiations of 
that family, their agents, and their 
friends, in Britain, throughout the 
reign of Queen Anne. The extraéts 
from the Life of King James II. con- 
filting of more than thirty theets of

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rint, were parily takén by the late 
r. Carte, and partly by the editor, 
in a journey he made for that purpofe 
to France. Mr. Nairne’s papers came 
into the poffeffion of Mr. Carte fome 
time before his death. To thefe the 
ed:tor, who had free accefs to fuch ma- 
nufcripts as lie open in the Scotch col- 
lege at Paris, hath added many valu- 
able acquifitions of hisown, The o- 
siginals are in the hands of the book- 
feller.” 

Such is the fhort account given of 
this colleétion in the prefixed “ adver- 
tifement,”” and the fources from which 
it is drawn are more fully explained in 
the ‘‘ introduction.” We agree with 
the editor, that thefe papers are ‘* both 
ftriking and new ;” and that the ** Me- 
moirs of King James,” in particular, 
(which are continued from the Refto- 
ration to the end of the year 1698) 
** do him credit asa man, though not 
as a fine writer, mult be faithful, as 
being in general written on the fpot, 
and have an air of veracity much more 
valuable than the beft-turned periods.” 
Why the Stuart papers lay fo — 
meglected, or how Carte obtaine 
Nairne’s collection, it is needlefs, and 
perhaps not eafy, to explain. For the 
Bruniwick papers the public are indebt- 
éd to Mr. Duane, who having, by 
accident, difcovered and purchafed ten 
farge quarto volumes of them, placed 
them all inthe hands of the editor. 

The firt triking aiticle in King 

ames’s Memoirs is his account (which 
sn almoft every ¢ircumftance is new) 
of the four days fea-fight with the 
Dutch (in which he commanded, being 
then Duke of York), in June 1665. 
Their efcape (in abfolute contradiétion 
to Burnet) he imputes entirely to 
Brounker’s officious fears: and, in 
4666, he oppofed (he tells us) * the 
Jaying upthe great fhips,” a meafure 
for which hitherto he has been always 
blamed, and which occafioned the lofs 
and difgrace at Chatham. Someé fecret 
intrigues of Carlifle and Shaftefbury, 
in 1668~(before unknown), are here 
explained. But we muft halten to 
that more interefting intelligence which 
this royal writer gives us after his ab- 
dication, and which every lover of 
truth and his couniry mult perufe with 
gtief and furprife. We mean the in- 
frigues and cone(pondence carrjed on 
with that Prince and his family by ma- 
ny of thofe pitriots to whom, in great 
meafure, he owed his expulfion, Go- 


dolphin, Danby, Churchill, &c. and 
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of which, however problematical m 
be the charge brought by anoth 
Scotchman againft Riffel and Sidney, 
proofs more authentic and lefs quef- 
tionable are here exhibited. A fulpi- 
cion of the secret intrigues of Marlbo« 
rough, it now appears, was the reafon 
of King William's fending him to the 
Tower in 1692. But who would have 
concéived it poffible, that this great 
champion of whiggifm, who fo early 
forfook and deferted one matter, thould, 
in the year 1694, betray another, by 
informing King Jamés of the defign 
on Breft ? Yet this, that Prince, whofe 
veracity is unimpeached, here affirms, 
and the letter of intelligence is im- 
ferted. This, indeed, as Mr. Mac- 

herfon expreffes it, is a * moft capital 
inftance of his thorough repentance,” 
and, had his lettér been intercepted, 
would doubile’s have proved fo in as 
nother fenlé. Who could have fufpe&- 
ed, that this vi&orious general made 
fuch profeffions of attachment both té 
the Pretender and the Eleétor of Hano- 
ver, as to be thanked by both families? 
Who could have thought that the ad- 
miral, who defeated King James's 
oft fanguine hopes at La Hogue *, 
and the minifter + who, in Q. Annes 
reign, ** by a happy timidity, ina man- 
nerinfured fuccels to his rivals,” were 
both uniformly in the inteselt of the 
exiled family? Yet this and much 
more is here brought to light. We 
cannot, however, give credit to thé 
following anecdote, though, as one of 
the oe extraotdinary in the work, 
we are tempted to infert it. 


§* Sir George Hewit’s Death-bed Cons 

Seffion of Lord Churchill's Intention 

‘to kill Jamies 11. communicated to Mr. 

Carte, in a Letter from Alexandet 

Malet, of Combe-Flory, dated Sept. 

3, 1745, and extracted from bis 

Uncle's Pocket- book. 

** November 49, 1709, Dr. Sheri- 
dan, the deprived Bihhop of Kilmore, 
in Ireland, told me, at his houfe in 
Sackville-ftreet, in Piccadilly, that he 
faw, feveral years ago, at the Earl of 
Pete:borough’s honfe, the death-be 
confeffion of Sir George Hewit (made 
Lord Hewit by King William), wha 
died at Chefter of a ficknefs he had 
contraéted at Dundalk-camp, in Ire- 
land. In this confeffion he declared, 
that nothing troubled his confcience 
more than the treacherous part he had

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a&ted again King James; and, parti- 
cularly, among other things, he men- 
tioned a meeting at Mr. Hatton Comp- 
ton's lodgings in St. Alban's-ftreet, at 
the landing of the Prince of Orange, 
where were prefent himfelf, the Lord 
Churchill, the Bifhop of London, Col. 
Kirk, and others, whofe names the 
Bithop could not call to mind. Sir 
George affirmed, that, at the meeting, 
it was debated how they fhould betft 
further the defigns of the Prince of O- 
range, and defeat thofe of King James, 
whofe fuccefs, they were fenftble, would 
be the ruin of themfelves and their re- 
ligion. It was, therefore, -then refol- 
ved, that King James fhould be fecu- 
red and delivered up to the Prince of 
Orange, which they thought might beft 
be done when William Maine was 
ftaff. officer in waiting. But, if Maine 
fhould oppofe it, then my Lord Chur- 
chil was to piflol him, or flab him ; and 
it was alfo thought advileable that my 
Lord Rochefter fhould attend the King 
in his march towards the Prince, who 
was thought a fit perfon to betiay his 
councils to the Prince of Orange. This 
confeffion of Sir George Hewit was 
figned by his own hand and feal, and 
tranfmitted to the old Earl of Peter. 
borough, that he might fend it \o King 
James, which he did accordingly, as 
the Bifhop affured me.” 

The words in Italics are, by another 
account, extracted from another poc- 
ket-book, exprefsly referred to the 
King; and two other memorandums of 
Carte are annexed, of a defign of af- 
fafinating King James at Warminfter, 
the one from an account given by Col. 
Ambrofe Norton of a converfation with 
the faid Sir George Hewit ; the other 
from a converfation with Mr. Erafmus 
Lewis. And by both thete accounts 
6¢ Lord Churchill is affirmed to have 
undertaken to fhoot or ftab the King 
in his coach, if all attempts of carry- 
ing him off had failed.” But, on fuch 
hearfay reveries, fo repugnant to hu- 
manity, and to the known bravery of 
Marlborough, who can fuppofe that 
the hero of Bienheim would have 
been an affaffin, a Zimri, who would 
have flain his mafter? Who, befides, 
€an imagine that good B:fhop Comp- 
ton would have aided and abetted fo 
bafe a defign, or that any one would 
even have dared to propofe it in his 
prefence? and, laftly, as James him- 
felf mentions nothing of it, though he 
was convinced of Churchill's projeét of 
placing him in the hands of nis rival, 
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we may be affured, that,-whatever ig 
here pretended, it was not communis 
cated to him; or, if it was, that he 
difbelieved it. Equally credible are. 
feveral miraculous cures attefted to 
have been performed by that Prince’s 
interceffion, foon after his death ; 
though James, it is true, had more 
religion than moft of the Popes, and, 
if his family had been reftored, and 
continued Papifts, he would pro- 
bably have been canonized, Of the’ 
fame ftamp as the above, extracted aifo 
from Carte’s flory-book, is a plan form 
ed alfo by the Duke of Marlborough, 
for feizing Queen Anne and her mini- 
firy, affaffinating Oxford and Boling- 
broke in their chairs, &c, 

The moft diftinguifhed writer in the 
Hanover collegtion is M, de Robethon, 
a French refugee, firft a kind of pri- 
vate fecretary to King William, and 
afterwards to the Brunfwick family, all 
the letters which George I. and II. and 
Queen Caroline fent to this country, 
from the time he entered into their fer+ 
vice, till their arrival in Britain, being 
written by him. In the Stuart papers, 
fome Jetters (among others) of the crafe 
ty Lord Lovat are introduced ; wha, 
in 1704, appears to have been much 
fufpected and diftrufted by his employ- 
ers, difplaying, in a long memorial, 
that vanity, infincerity, and felf-im- 
portance, for which he was always fo 
notorious; and, in 1709, he betrayed 
their invafion of Scotland, to the Earl 
of Leven. In “an account of the 
thires of Scotland” fent to St.Germain’s 
in 1706, of Bute it is faid, ‘* The Stue 
art of Bute, now called Earl of Bute, 
[a title which being conferred after the 
Revolution was not acknowledged by 
the Jacobites] is heritable theriff, re- 
puted well-affeéted.”” That Ld. Chare 
cellor Cowper was ** aman of heavy 
and confufed parts,”” thofe who have 
read his fpeech at paffing fentence on 
Lords Derwentwater and Kenmure will 
not acknowledge ;—but of whiggiim, 
confittent whiggifm, no doubt he was 
guilty, and that, with fome perfone, is 
offence enough. 

This grave hiftorian thinks it not bes 
neath him to mention with a {neer the 
Duke of Mar\borough’s ignorance of 
French, and his bad {pelling. Witnefs 
the following note on one of his ler- 
ters: ** The Duke's letters to the 
Houfe of Hannover were. written by 
his. fecretary, Mr. Cardonnel, as his 
Grace himstif could not write the 
French language. Whea he wifes to 
give 
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give weight te what he fays, he tran- 
fcribes Cardonnel’s draughts with his 
own hand. But this innocent. impo- 
fition ceafed, when, upon the ficknefs 
of his fecretary, he wrote to Robethon 
in Englith, excufing himfeif for not 
ufing the French language, by faying, 
Poore Cardnall is ficke.” Andy in hike 
manner, on this paffage in a letter from 
Robert Harley to the Ele€tor, ‘* Ihave 
taken the liberty to write this in Eng- 


lith, becaufe I know your E. H. has . 


an Englifh heart,” our hiftorian archly 
remarks, ‘* There was another reafon 5 
he ‘could write no other language.” 
Of Sir William Ellis (who was trea- 
furer to the Pretender, though a Pro- 
teftant, and decyphered many of the 
Stuart papers), and his family, fome 
anecdotes were inferted in a former vo- 
lume of our Magazine *. The prefent 
Right Hon, Welbore Ellis is (we are 
to'd) the fon of his brother, the Irifh 
bifhop. In one of thefe decyphered 
Jevters, dated 1711, ‘* Mrs, White [a 
fictitious name] to Mr. Watfon [Earl 
of Middleton],” is the following paf- 
fage : ** The birth-day of the Queen, 
the Duke of Marlborough was in a 
chair in St. James’s pack, with the 
curtains drawn ; the mob, that believed 
it to be the Prince Eugene, huzza’d 
the chair; but the Duke modeftly 
drew back the curtains, and put him- 
felf out, and, with a fign, fhewed his 
diflike to the falutation. The mob, 
finding their miftake, and that it was 
he, cried out, Siop Thief 1 which was 
a thorough mortification to him.” 

[This reminds us of a fimilar mif- 
take made by the mob fome years be- 
fore, when the Duke was in the zenith 
of his popularity. On their huzzaing 
achair in which was the Earl of Pe- 
teiborough, whom they miftook for 
the General, as they called him, the 
Earl ordered the chairmen to ftop, o- 
pened the door, and throwing them a 
handful of money,—‘* There,” he 
ciied, “IT am not the Duke of Mari- 
borough, and, as a proof of it, my 
Jads, there is all the money I have in 
niy pocket.”"} 

But to proceed— ¢ His daughters, 
thatday, to thew their contempt of the 
court, were in wrapping gowns, at a 
window in St. James's, to fee the com- 
pany pafs, two of them; ard the other 
two drove through the Pall-Mall four 
times, in the worft mob drefs they 
could put themfelves. ‘The Duke was

in a black fuit that day; 4nd his fons 
in-law, the Duke of Montagn, was at 
court in a plain coarfe red coat, with a 
long thoulder-knot, in ridicule of the 
day,” &c. 

In one of Princefs Sophia’s letters to 
the Earl of Strafford in 1712 (Robe. 
thon’s draught), the following paf- 
fage is remarkable : ‘* The good-na« 
tured Lord Rivers told me, he clearly 
perceived I was of the Duke of Marla 
borough’s party. I anfwered, that, 
** if the Queen had made an ape her 
General, and he had gained fo many 
battles and towns, I would be equally 
for him; and I fee you have forgot 
how little I was obliged to his wifes 
and, as for himfelf, he never fpoke to 
me of any thing which had any cons 
cern with the advantages of this houfe. 
Hisexpreffion,in (peaking of the Queen, 
was always, that ‘* fhe was a very good 
fort of woman.” He repeated this 
frequently, and it appeared to us too 
low a commendation of fo great a prin- 
cefs.”” And the year before, Marl- 
borough ufed the fame expreffion to 
the court of St. Germain’s, faying, 


in a converfation with Tuntftal (one of 
their agents), that ‘ fhe [the Queen]: 


1s a very honeft perfon, but eafily won 
and wrought upon,” &c. To the fame 
Tunftal, 1713, Marlborough is alfo 
faid to have folemnly protetted at Ant- 
werp, that “he had rather have his 


hand cut off, than do any thing preju-- 


dicial to the King’s [Pretender’s} fers 
vice.” In the Hanover papers of 1773, 
* Cadogan” is faid to have ‘* confider~ 
ed as the greatelt advantage to their 
party, the continuance of the war of 
the Empire againft France, and the 
death of the King of France, or of the 
Queen [Anne], or of the Pretender, 
The firft was old, the fecond was fick- 
ly, and the third was confumptive. 
The Queen, he faid, GOT DRUNK 
every day, as a remedy againtt the gout 
in her flomach.”’ If fo, there was fome 
reafon, perhaps, for ftyling her * Bran- 
dy-faced Nan,” &c. in a famous vul- 
gar epigram, made at that time, on her 
ftatue in St, Paul’s church-yard *. A- 
mong the reafons which Baronde Both- 
mar gives to Robethon, for being for- 
ry thatthe Earl of Clarendon, and his 
Jacobitifh fecretary, were to be fent to 
Hanover, is the following: ‘* Becaufe 
he isa felfith and prefumptuous fool, 





* Brandy-fac’d Nan is left in thelurch, 
With her face tow’rds the brandy-fhop, 
and her back tow'rds the ¢hurch, 

‘ and 
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arid a fool to fuch a degree, that, be- 
ifig appointed Governor, by the Queen; 
of Pennfylvania, he thought that it was 
‘neceffary for him, in order to reprefent 
her Majefly, to drefs himfelf as a wo- 
man, which he actually did.” -Whe- 
ther he this dreffed at Hanover, or not, 
is not mentioned. Yet the Queen's 
“experience of this Lord's capacity” 
determined her (the fays) to fend him, 
and fhe is ** perfuaded that the EleGtor 
will foon difcover his merit, &c.”° 

On Mr. Macpherfon’s ftyle we muft 
beg leave to remark, that, though it is 
in general exempt from Scotticifms, he 
frequently confounds foall and will, 
foould and would, as is ufual with his 
countrymen; and, in his trahflations, 
as is ufual with tranflators, he con- 
ftantly miftranflates the French word 
toujours by the Englith word always, 
when the fenfe thews that it fhould 
have been rendered fill. Thus, vol. 
ii. p. 580, ** He (the Emperor} a/- 
ways affures the Elegtor, that he has 
the affair of the fucceffion much at 
heart,” &c. p. 589, “*I am alavays 
tormented (fays Bothmar) for the pen- 
fions,”’ &c. p. 634, ** Bolingbroke has 
always moft credit with the Queen.” 
But examples of this are endlefs, 

Our limits will not pefinit us to be 
copious in extracts. Two, however, 
(warranted originals) by a hand little 
known, our readers will be curions to 
fee, and from them may be enabled to 
judge whether the Pretender deferves 
the encomium here given him, of being 
*¢ a better; more eafy; and perhaps a 
more elegant writer than any one of his 
fervants,” or even than Ld. Chancellor 
Cowper.

“© One would think our heads were 
turned, at leaft Heétor (Marthal de 
Villars} feems to be near it; for there 
is neither rhime nor reafon in all he 

GENT. Mac. Sept. 1775: 
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does thefe three days paft. You know, 
I fuppofe, of Coridon’s tonceflion, 
which was a very agreeable furprile to 
me. I have a little coufin here, who 
feems to be a pretty young man. But 
I find neips and rafades is the efiquerte 
of the family. My equipage is in 
great order; and Booth looks after the 
accounts mighty well. .I find it is e- 
nough to be out of St.Germain's to 
have one’s health ; for I don’t remem- 
ber ever to have had it better than it is 
now. The Queen finds it fo too; and 
I hope you do the fame in your hermi- 
tage.

If you fee Mr, 
Sheldon[de Torcy}, remember me vety 
kindly to him. I hope he is out of bis 
mouldy-grabs. For Mr. Doringtoa 
[French King], I fuppofe he outdoth 
us in irrefolution.”” 

Though Marlborough, as we are 
told, was ignorant of French, the Che- 
valier, we fee, underftood Englifh, at 
Jeaft the vulgar tongue. 

The other letter we thall infert is in 
the Pretender’s own hand, and indorfed 
by him, ** A Letter to my Sifler,” [(Q 
Anne} March 28, 1712. 

_ & Tn the prefent fiteation of affairs, 
it is impoffible for me, dear filter, tobe 
any longer filent, and not to put you 
in mind of the honour and prelervation 
of your Family ; and to affure you, at 
the fame time, of my eternal acknow- 
ledgment and gratitude, if you ufe your 
moft efficacious endeavours towards 
both. Give me leave to fay, that your

ROM the inaétivity of the armies in 
America, the public have been led 
to hope, thae a plan of accommodation 
is now under confideration, in order to 
reftore peace, and effectually remove 
every caufe of future contention between 
the parent-ftate and her colonies ; but, 
how flattering foever fach hopes may be 
te thofe who have the profperity of the 
whole Britifh empire only in view, there 
is a fpirit of malignancy difcernible in the 
leaders of the contending parties that will 
not eafily be fubdued on either fide, 
From this obfervation it needs not the 
gitt of fecond fight to foretel,that no plan 
of reconciliation will ever be formed that 
will content the prefent Miniffry and the 
prefent Continental Congrefs. ‘The prepa- 
rations on both fides for thedding human 
blood is alarming to a very high degree ; 
but, what is {till worfe, inveteracy againft 
each other begins to thew itfelf. The Co- 
Jonifts, who, hitherto, in all their re- 
monftrances and petitions, in al] their 
addreffes and appeals, have paid a beco- 
ming deference to the parent-ftate (in 
words at leaft), begin now to throw afide 
that dutiful regard which feemed to be 
the leading principle that influenced their 
conduat, and to aflume another air in 
their deliberations, and fpeak in terms 
that denoynce defiance. In this fituation, 
when the minds of a people are inflamed 
and irritated, if no gentle palliatives are 
applied, but, on the contrary, prepara- 
tions made to crufh, rather than over- 
come them by the more manly exercife 
of moderation, what is to be expetted, 
but that, when the pillars of the fabric 
are made to totter, the mighty giant by 
whom they were fhaken fhould perith in 
the ruins! 

It is not by the violent and rath out- 
rages of the multitude that the temper of 
a people is to be eftimated; but by the 
deliberate and determined refolutions of 
thofe whom the voluntary, uninfluenced 
fuffiages of their fellow-fubjects have 
pointed out as the wifeft, fteadieft, and 
leaft prejudiced men amongft them; and 
not from thefe alone,, but from the ge- 
neral concurrence of the free and indepen- 
dent landholders and citizens, who cor- 
dially join in executing what the others 
unite in planning; fo that one fpirit and 
one mind appear to animate the whole, 
Hence it is, that the General Congrefs, 
prefuming upon the ftrength of that una- 
nimity by which the Colonies are linked 
together, have ventured to direct the ftan- 
dard of oppofition to be difplayed, and to 
vitk the decifion of the prefent coatroverty 
to the Jongeit {word, 
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In the mean time, it fhould feem, that 
a very confiderable number of men of 
property in the parent-ftate, jealous for 
the honour of their country, and piqued 
at the rebellious {pirit fo univerfally pre- 
valent in America, are daily joining in 
fupplicating his Majefty to maintain and 
aflert the aythority of the Britith legifla- 
ture, and in tendering their lives and 
fortunes to enable his Majefty to purfue 
fuch meafures as may be found neceflary 
to punihh rebellion wherever it may ap- 
pear. Such is the general ftate of the 
prefent conteft, of which, ruinous as it 
muft end, each party feems determined to 
abide the iffue. 

Matters are therefore haftening to a 
crifis ; the armies are already in the field, 
and much diftrefs is felt by individuals. 

Many intercepted letters have given oc- 
cafion to» much private oppreffion, and 
not a few have fulfered by being detected 
in fecret correfpondences ; but thefe are 
evils that individuals voluntarily bring 
upon themfelves, fometimes through zeal, 
but more often for reward. 

The interruptions which the induftri- 
ous meet with in purfuit of their Jawful 
callings are more to be lamented; but 
even thefe are temporary evils that, ia 
times of general confufion, mutt likewife 
be borne. 

Even the freedom of fpeech, which 
every Englifhman enjoys without reftraint, 
is denied in America to natives of the 
country—The voice of the multitude is 
the only voice that is to be heard ; and 
the penalty of oppofing it, if not tarring 
and feathering, is generally expulfion. 

It feems among :the crimes, too, that 
excite indignation, to endeavour to pur- 
chafe provifions for money for the ufe of 
the Regulars encamped at Bofton, though 
in every other part of America a.foldier 
may lay out his money at market like, 
another man. A letter from Mr. Henry. 
Lloyd, an agent for the contractors for 
fupply of the army, was unluckily inter- 
cepted by the emiflaries of the Provincial 
Committee at Baltimore in Maryland. 
This letter was direéted to Dr. John Ste- 
venfon, in which the writer had contrived. 
to cover from the public eye a plan by 
which the army might be fapp ited with 
provifions, and thofe engaged in the fer- 
vice not be fufpeéted. This difcovery 
had well nigh been fatal to the Doétor 
to whom it was intended to be imparted ; 
but he being wholly unacquainted with 
the contents, cleared himfelf by declaring 
his ignorance of that or any other letter 
to the fame purport, The Committee, 
however, proceeded to cenfure Mr. Lloyd, 
and to declare, that from henceforth it 
was their duty, and the duty of all their 
conftituents, to have no farther commer- 
cial intercourfe with him. 

Another letter about the fame time fell 
yato 
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info the~hands’ of the, fame-Committeé 
frém Mr: James Chriftie, of Baltimore, 
to Lieut. Col: Gabriel Chriftie, of his Ma- 
jefty’s 6oth regiment, at Antigua, in which 
he tells: his brother, that matters were 
thére in the utmoft confufion, owing to 
foe violent fanatic {pirits among them ; 
ard ‘that it’'was beconie néceffary for the 
mddératé people to unite in their own de- 
fence; after being threaterfed with the lofs 
of lifé; &c: for’ mot acceeding: to what, 
fays hé, we deem Treafon and Rebellion. 
He adds, a part of yours or any other regi- 
ment, I believe, would keep us very quict. 
‘This- letter gave grievous offence. Mr. 
Chriftie was fummoned to appear: before 
the Conimittee; but he being ill in bed, 
a deputation was fent to interrogate him, 
to whom he frankly acknowledged the 
letterto be his writing, but defired that 
all further proceedings upon it might be 
fufpended till his health would permit his 
péffonal attendance; but that was refufed, 
aida guérd of nine men and an officer 
placed round his houfe, with an injunc- 
tion that he pay 58: a‘day for each man, 
an@ 7s. 6d: for the officer, They next 
day' proceeded to enquire further, who 
thefe moderate men were that had united 
for their defence, and being: anfwered, 
that’ the letter was written when conten- 
tions ran high, and fome talk had been 
dfopt in cénverfation with refpect to futh 
a-meafure, but that it meant nothing, 
and had pafled off without effect, and was 
therefore rather a matter of chit-chat to 
his brottier than of any ferious import, 
he hoped the Committee would fee it in 
the true light in which it was intended, 
atid wave all further enquiries about ic 
But‘on farther and deliberate confidcra- 
tion’ it was unanimoufly the opinion of 
.thé Committee, that; by reprefenting the 
people of the town to be concerned ‘in 
tieafonable and rebellious practices, and 
ihtimating that a number of foldiers 
Wodld' keep them gniet, he had manifett- 
ed a fpirit inimical to American rights, 
and therefore thought it their duty to ad- 
vertifé him as ati enemy to the country, 
and defire all perfons to break off all 
conneétion and intércourfe whatever with 


him. They ordered him, befides, to be’ 


put under confinement till the opinion of 
the Continental Congrefs’ could be taken 
concerning his oficnee. Inftances of like 
arbitrary procéedings, with regard to fuf- 
pected perfons, might be colieéted from 
the complaints of individuals enough to 
fill a-volume, not on the part of the Pro- 
vincials only, but on the part of the Ree 
gulars reciprocally. But thefe'we imagine’ 
may fuffice to fhew with what caution 

eople fhoutd write, even to their moft 
intimate fricnds, in troubléfome times. 
It may, however, be remarked, that rigid 
proceedings of this kind can haveno good 
effect. ‘They niay alienate, but can never 
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conciliate the minds of men to the caufe 
to which they are naturally averfe. 

Our advices from América differ much 
with régard to the difpoficions of the In- 
dians refpecting the prefent difpute ; not 
is it'eafy-perhaps to fathom: the real in= 
tentions of a people who probably would 
be. glad. to-efpoufe the ftrongeft fide, 
There. is, however, a degree of malig- 
nancy in endeavouring. to engage thofe 
favages in the quarrel that cannot be juf- 
tified on the’ principles of humanity. 
Introducing them upon.the ftage of action 
for the purpofe of butchering our fellow- 
fubjeas, let which fide foever avail them= 
felves of their affiftance, is equally impo- 
liti¢ and ‘anti-chriftian. The re eee il 
angel that is already abroad will fufficient- 
ly- depopulate the provinces without the 
affiftance of fuch infernal agents to carry 
devaftation to their remoteft bounds. 

The fame uncertainty prevails with re- 
{pect to the part the Canadians are dif- 
pofed to take in the prefent troubles, As 
merchants, they no doubt with for peace. 
The fair opportunity that now prefents 
itfelf for carrying on a lucrative trade, 
not only with the Colonies at war, but 
with the Welt-India iflands, and the In- 
dians, cannot efcape the notice of a wife 
and’ mercantile people ;. but the flavith 
fyftem of government which they have 
adopted is calculated to keep them fo 
much under fabjection, as to leave them 
not fo much as the thadow of a will of 
their own, which is not derived from 
that of their fuperiors. It may be pof- 
fible, therefore, that they may be com- 
pelled to march again{t the Colonifts; 
but it will be impoflible to make them 
foldiers. 

The following letters will confirm what 
we have obferved of the inveteracy that 
begins to be difcernible between the par- 
ties engaged in this much-to-be-lamented 
conte : 


Extratt of a letter from the Hon. Liente= 
nant-Genéral Gage to the Earl of Dart- 
mouth, dated Bofton, Aug. 20, 1775. 


** MR. Wathington, who commands 
the rebel army, has written to me 
on the fubjeé& of the treatment of the 
rebel prifoners in our cuftody, a copy of 
whofe letter I tranfmit your Lordthip, 
together with a copy of my anfwer. Ma- 
jor Skene, made’ priloner at Philadelphia, 
is fent into Conneéticut, where he is to 
be confined with fome others; and I un- 
derftand they make war like favages, 
making captives of women and children. 

The rebels are very numerous, and 
continue to throw up works, in fome 
points nearer to the town than before, 
‘Their advanced parties have been drove 
back both at Boiton and Charles-Town, 
and their pofls deftroyed. They landed 


a large body a fecond time at the light- 
houfe, 
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houfe, where they made prifoners of .a 
few marines pofted there by the Admiral, 
and ten or twelve carpenters, who were 
repairing the houfe, 

A fleet of tranfports, who had been 
out in fearch of live: ftock, is juft return- 
. ed with about 1800 fheep, and above 100 
head of oxen, which will be. fome relief 
to the troops in general, and of great 
benefit to the hofpitals.” 


Copy of a letter from George Wafhington, 
Efy; to bis Excellency Lieut. Gen. Gage. 
pe ES 

I underftand that the officers engaged 
in the caufe of liberty and their country, 
who, by the fortune of war, have,fallen 
‘ into your hands, have been thrown in- 
difcriminately into a common gaol ap- 
propriated for felons; that no. confidera- 
tion has been had for thofe of the moft 
refpectable rank, when languifhing with 
wounds and ficknefs; that fome have 
been even amputated in this unworthy 
fituation, 

Let your opinion, Sir, of the principle 
which aétuates.them be what it may, 
they fuppofe they act from the nobleft of 
all principles, a love of freedom and 
their country, But political opinions, I 
conceive, are foreign to this point; the 
obligations arifing from the rights of 
humanity and claims of rank are univer- 
fally binding and extenfive, except in 
cafe of retaliation, Thefe, I thould have 
hoped, would have dictated a more tender 
treatment of thofe individuals whom 
chance or war had put in your power. 
Nor can I forbear fuggefting its fatal 
tendency to widen that unhappy breach, 
which you, and thofe minifters under 


whom yon a&t, have repeatedly declared - 


you withed to fee for ever clofed. 

My duty now makes it neceflary to ap- 
prife you, that, for the future, 1 thall re- 
gulate my cgnduct towards thofe gentie- 
men, who are or may be in our poflefljon, 
exaétly by the rule which you fhall ob- 
ferve towards. thofe of ours who,may be 
in your cuftody. If feverity and hard- 
fhip mark the line of your condnét, (pain- 
ful as it may be to me) your prifoners 
will feel its effeéts; but if kindnefs and 
humanity are fhewn, to ours, I fhall with 
pleafure confider thofe in our hands only 
as unfortunate, and they hall receive the 
treatment to which the unfortunate are 
ever entitled. I)beg to be favoured with 
an an{wer as foon as pofflible, and am, &c,

Upon thefe. principles your. prifoners, 
whofe lives by the law of the land are 
deftined to the cord, have hitherto, been 
treated with care and kindnefs, and more 
comfortably lodged than the . King’s 
troops in the hofpitals, indifcriminatcly it 
is true, for I acknowledge no rank.that is 
not derived from the King. 

My intelligence from your army would 
juftify fevere recrimination. I underftand 
there ase of the King’s faithful fubjedts, 
taken fome time fince by the rebels, Ja- 
bouring like negro flaves, to gain their 
daily fubfiftence, or reduced tothe wretch= 
ed alternative, to. perifh by famine,, or 
take.arms.againft their king and country. 
Thofe who have made, the treatment, of 
the prifoners in my. hands, or of. ygnr 
other friends in Bofton, a pretence for 
fuch meafures, found barbarity upon 
falfehood. 

I would. willingly hope, Sir, that the 
fentiments of liberality, which I have al- 
ways believed you to poflefs, will be ex- 
erted to correét thefe mifdoings: be tem- 
perate in political difquifition : give free 
operation to truth, and punifh thofe who 
deceive and mifreprefent, and not only 
the effets, but the caufes of this unhap- 
py confli& wijl be removed. } 

Should thofe, under whofe .ufurped, au- 
thority you aét, controu! fuch a difpofi- 
tion, and dare to call feverity retaliation, 
to God, who knows all hearts, be the,ap- 
peal for the dreadful confequences: I 
truft that Britifh foldiers, afferting : the 
rights of the ftate, the laws of the Jand, 
the being of the conftitution, will mect 
all events with becoming fortitude. They 
will court vi€tory with the {pirit their 
caufe infpires, and from the fame motive 
will find the patience of martyrs under 
misfortunes, 

Till I read your infinuations in regard 
to minifiers, I conceived that I had aéted 
under the King, whofe withes, it is true, as 
well as thofe of his miniflers, and of every 
honeft man, have been to fee this unhappy 
breach for ever clofed; but, unfortunately 
for both countries, thofe who long fince 
projected the prefent crifis, and influence 
the councils of America, have views very 
diftant from accommodation.

One advantage the Colonifts feem to 
poilefs, which has efcaped the notice of 
the generality of readers, and that is, 
the moft effential powers of civil govetn- 
ment. The officers of the Crown can 
neither raife money, nor collect it. They 
can neither iflue extents, ot make fei- 
zures, but for the fervice of that com- 
munity whofe fervants they are, 

It is indeed true too, that the refolu- 
tions of their Affemblies, without being 
reduced into aéts, and receiving the fanc- 
tion of the other branches of he legifla- 
tere, are equally ineffectual with thofe 
of the Houfe of Commons here, before 

they receive the Lords concurrence, and 
the King’s aflent; but now thefe refolue 
‘tions are acknowledged, and, if fanétified 
by the approbation of the General Con- 
grefs, have the force of laws, Of this 
kind are the following

That, if any invafion 
or Janding of Britifh troops, or others, 
fhall be made in this, or the adjacent colo- 
nies, during the prefent controverfy, 
or any armed fhips fail up the river 
Delaware in an hoftile manner, and fuch 
circumttances fhall render it expedient for 
any number of the officers and private 
men of the affociation within this colony 
to enter into actual fervice for repelling 
fuch attempts, this houfe will provide for 
the pay, &c. of fuch officers and foldiers 
performing fuch military duty, while they 
are in fuch aétual fervice. 

*¢ Refolved, 3. That the pay of the of- 
ficers and privates, while in actual fervice, 
fhall not exceed that of the army raifed 
by the congrefs of the United Colonies 
for the defence of the liberties of Ame- 
rica. 

* Refolved, 4. That this Houfe do ear- 


* neftly recommend to the board of Com-- 


miflioners of the city and county of Phi- 
ladelphia, and of cach county in the pro- 
vince, that have not already made the 


provifion hereafter mentioned, that they- 


rovide a proper number of good new 
Frelocks, with bayonets fitted to them; 
cartridge boxes, with-23 rounds of car- 
tridge in each box, and knapfacks ; net 





lefs than 1500 of each article in the city 
and county of Philadelphia, 300 for the 
county of Bucks, s00 for the county of 
Chefter, 600 for the county of Lancafter, 
300 for the county of York, 300 for the 
county of Cumberland, 400 for the coun- 
ty of Berks, 300 for the county of North- 
ampton, 100 for the county of Bedford, 
100 for the county of Northumberland, 
and too for the county of Weftmoreland ; 
to be under the care of the commanding 
officer of the battalions of the faid coun- 
ties, for the immediate ufe of fuch of- 
ficers and fildiers as fhall be drafted from 
the battalions from time to time for at- 
tual fervice, and to tecomimend and enjoin 
the officers and committees of eachi courity 
of this province to feleét a number of men 
equal to the arms, &c. pfovided for the 
fame, to be in readiriefs, upon the thorteft 
notice, to march into any quarter’, in cafe 
of emergencies.

but the difcerning teader will judge of 
its authenticity by the contents:

*¢ The laft thtee eeJ es afforde 
ho occurrences in either camp that aré 
any way interefting. Our army has been 
employed in ftrengthening their lines, 
forming redoubts, and drawing dowa 
cannon, fo as to make any attack upom 
this town, of penetration into the coun 
try this way, impracticable. The enemy 
have done the fame on their fide, and in 
this condition: both armies are looking at 
each other, In this interval, alfo, the 
army has been thrown into three grandad. 
diyihons, Gen. Ward commands the tight 
wing at Roxbury, Gen, Lee the left at 
Profpeét Hill, and the center in which 
is included a corps de referve, is com~ 
manded by Gen. Wafhington. The mer 
are healthy and in good fpirits, fo that 
we have nothing to fear but a furprize, 
which is guarded againft by the utmoft 
vigilance. The enemy, on the other 
harid, are fickly, totally deftiture-of freth 
proviGions and vegetables; the fcurvy, 
fevers, and fluxes, carry off numbers 
every day, and moft of their wounded 
die from their bad habit of body. Four 
deferters have come out within’ thefe 24 
hours, all. of whom agree in the account 
of their ficknefs and mortality.” 

«© Canibridge, July 28, 1778 

“© Within a day or two we have had 
five-deferters from the advanced potts of 
the enemy; two of them. are fenfible, 
honeit-looking fellows, one that came in 
this morning particularly fo. They have 
bronghe a return of the enemy’s killed 
and wounded, amounting to 1052; moft 
of the wounded are dead, or in a dange~ 
tous Way. They have had no frefh provi+ 
fiuns fince the affair of Noddle Ifland, 
and are not like to have any without 
fighting for it. One of the deferters 
went off laf night, with leave, for Phi- 
ladelphias he is a grenadier of the Royal 
Irith, The deferters fay, that yettérda®h 
marning Gen, Gage furtegdered, in the: - 
orders-of-the-day, his ‘ggtamand’to‘Gem 
Howe, 
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Howe, and now atts as Civil Governor ; 
that one officer is much cenfured for his 
mode of attack on our lines laft‘month ; 
that their artillery was wretchedly ferved ; 
and, what is more ftrange, that all the 
{pare cartridges which they brought. out 
were twelve pounders, and they took out 
only nine pound cannon; fo that, when 
our people were obiiged to quit their lines, 
the enemy had not one round of artillery 
caftridge left: that young Richardfon was 
the firtt perfon whe mounted our para- 
pets; you know him well, he is of the 
#8th, or Royak Irifh; he. is dangeroufly 
wounded: that their number of effective 
men is 4000 in Bofton, and 2200 on 
Brinker's Hill; that they defpair of forc- 
ing our lines, but talk of getting round 
us if they can; that they have erected a 
farge’ bomb ‘battery on Bunker’s Hill, 
and have, among(t others, two 18 inch 


thortars: that our morning gun yefterday _ 


thfew an 18 pound fhot into their en- 
¢ampment on the top of Bunker's Hill; 
that the grenadiers of the Royal Welth 

. Fufileers, amounting to go at the attack 
laft*month,: are now reduced to eight 
men; that the g2d regiment had 22 gre- 
nadiers killed out-of. 49; that the inha- 
birants of Bofton are ill-ufed and mife- 
rably fed; that the army begin to cla- 
mour for their pay; there is no. cath, and 
bills will not fell nnder 50 per cenr, dif- 
const. The refolution of the Congrefs 
againft Government bills was wife, and 
has diftreffed’ the enemy. exceedingly, 

~ “PheoReading company of rifle-met came 
in‘on Tuefday, the reft are hourly ex- 
petted, and much wanted. We have 
frequently thrown into their lines, on 
the wings of the wind, at night, hand- 
bills, and propofe to fend in a few this 
night, Thefe biits are blown into their 
camp, and-get into the hands of the fol- 
diers, without the officers being able to 
prevent it Major Bruce complained at 
an‘interview the other day of fuch ufage : 
we retorted his. decoying our centries 

' from the poft, two rafcals having left us 
a day or two before by his or fome other 
officer's means. We expect they will be- 
gitt to bombard us in a day or two; they 
cannot hurt but benefit os; they will, 
by fuch means, harden our men and dif- 
courage their own; this. we have expc- 
rienced by their bombarding of Roxbury, 
One of. the deferters has brought vs a 
compleat plan of all the enémy’s works, 
you fhall have a copy foon.” 

Jt Mould feem that the inhabitarts of 
Maflachufetts-bay endeavour ftill to pre- 
ferve the form of a conftisution; for, it 
sis faid, that their General Affembly met 
on the 21ft of July, at the Mecting-houfe 
at Watertown, and chofe the Hon. James 
Werren for their Speaker; but by what 
authority they met does not appear. 


A few days after, they procecded to. 
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the choice of counfellors for the feverat 
Colonies of Maflachufetts-bay, Plymouth, 
Province of Maine, and Sagadahock, 
The Provincial Congrefs of Georgia 
have approved the proceedings of the 
Continental Congrefs, and have ceafed 
the importation of Britith goods from 
July the 7th,

Putnam’s Poft a very ftrong fortifica- 
tion; then between that and Winter hill, 
aredoubt .On Winter-hill, 4 rong ci- 
tadel, and lines over Charleftown read to 
Miltick ; then in Mr, ‘Temple’s pafture, 
a ftrong redonbs, that cormnands to Mif- 
tick-river : fo that they havea compleat 
line of cirenmvallation. from Charles-ri- 
ver to Miftick-river.. Theit main fosttefs 
on Profpeét-hilk; the rain fortreds. of the 
King’s troops om Bunker's-hill, within 
cannon fhot of each other. A hill between 
thefe two pofts, called Cobble-hill, will 
probably foon caufé a. {quabble which 
army thall have it, At Roxburgh fide 
the King’s troops have dug acrofs. the 
Neck, and let the water through, and 
the Provincials in turn have trenched a- 
srofs the outer end of. the Neek, aad are 
Strongly fortified there.

that many Acts of -conciliating Grace 
would be extended to America by Great- 
Britain, which National Honour cannot 
Suffer to have torn from her by violence. 

* 1 am acquainted, in a didpatch from 
the Earl of Dartmouth, that though the 
Memorial and Reprefentation of the Ge-
